some days, but he returned from his 
dinner this noon apparently in normal 
condition. | 

Shortly after 2 o'clock, he suddenly 
uttered a blood-curdling scream and 
sprang at Dr. Hayes, waving his 15- 
inch razor-edge knife in his hand, He 
cut Dr. Hayes‘a deep gash on the neck, 
stabbeq him over the heart and prac- 
tically disemboweled him. 

Ran After Them With Knife. 

The terrified workmen rushed for 
the door, but Murphy ran after them, 
slashing right and left. Every man 
whom he- struek went down with a 
groan. The crowd plunged downstairs, 
with Murphy after them, and at every 
landing he cut somebody. On the sec- 
ond floor,- one of the workmen, an 
Italian, seized a heavy bar of iron and 
felled Murphy, but he was quickly on 
his feet again and wounded another

man. 

On the street. floor, he was given an- 
other heavy blow on the head, and his 
knife was wrenched from his hand. 
Two police officers came in to assist 
the workmen, and Murphy was given 
a fearful beating befofe he was finally 
overpowered and taken to the police 
station. 

He Was Pig-Killer. 

Murphy is 50 years old, weighs 200 
pounds, and Was regarded as one of 
the strongest men in the plant. He had 
been employed at pig-killing for some 
years by the North company. He is 
married, and lives in Somerville. 

The wounded men were hastily taken 
to.the Cambridge relief station, where 
it was reported tonight there is very 
little hope of Dr. Hayes or Cheevus 
surviving their wounds. 

Murphy had worked for the North 
company for five years, coming to 
Somerville from Iowa nine years ago. 
The witnesses of the slaughter said 
#onight that more than 300 employees 
were driven from the plant when Mur- 
phy started on his wild Tush through 
the six floors and basement of the 
building, and not a few men escaped 
death by nariow margin. 

Sadden Change Over Lunatic. 

Dr. B. W. Clark, of West Somerville, 
a United States veterinary at the plant, 
waw the attack on Dr. Hayes, and, at 
Hayes’ command, hastened to find a 
doctor. 

Murphy followed, completely block- 
ing the doorway. 

A butcher yelled at the doctor and 
told him to get out, A sudden change 
had come over the lunatic for a mo- 
ment, and he stepped to one side with 
a pleasant “Hello, doctor,” and atleWed 
Dr. Clark to pass. 

Tonight’ Murphy is in the padded éell 
of the Somerville police station. When 
City Physician C. C. Towne attempted 
to examine him, Murphy sprang at the 
doctor and attempted to kick hint.

At once taking the floor 
Mr. Aldrich asked for an aye 
and no vote on the cotton cloth 
schedule today, Senator Dolliver made 
the senatorial rafters ring with his 
denunciation of the speech made by 
the Rhode Island senator last night.

Venying this by a counter statement 
on the authority of Senator Smoot that 
only 30 per cent were unchanged, he 
was quickly interrupted by Mr. Aldrich. 

“TI said,” interposed the senator from 
Rhode Island, “that less than ten per 
cent of the total cotton importations, 
which amount in the aggregate to 
$78,000,000, were affected by these } 
provisions.”

A separate legislative and executive 
form of government for Atlanta will 
be recommended by the “com promise 
committee” of the charter revision 
committee, which held its first meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon. 

At that meeting fourteen sectfons of 
the proposed charter were gone over 
and adonted. What the members of 
the committee considered the best and 
most salient features from the com- * 
mission plan of government report of 
Charles T. Hopkins, the anti- commis- 
sion form repert by Alex W. Smith 
and the “minority report” by F. A. 
Quillian werd taken into the report 
now being formulated which 
those on the committee think will be 
adopted by the charter revision com- 
mittee when this report is made on 
June 10 and then by the general city 
council. 

With the conclusion reached by this 
compromige committee, named to har- 
monize the pending reports, that there 
should be a separate legislative and 
executive form of government, they 
have gotten down to work on the de- 
tails of these two forms. 

So far it has been agreed that the 
aldermanic board shall have the power 
to pass all ordinances and the council 
shal] have the power of execution. 

It is provided in the report that 
there shall be ten wards. That there 
shall be fifteen aldermen, whose duties 
it shall be to pass the ordinances of 
the city. There shall be one alder- 
man from each ward and five from 
the eity-at-large. Each is to be elected 
for a term of two years, except the 
first election, when half will be elec t- 
ed for one year and half for two. The 
councilmen shall be elected for a simi- 
lar term. 

Upon them will devolve the duty of 
executing the ordinances of the city 


various city departments. The mayor, 
too, is to be elected for two years, and 
his duties will be to the city largely 
what those of the governor are to a 
state. All of these officials are to be 
eligible for reelection. This is all the 
further the commiftee got at the 
afternoon session, which met in the 
office of E. V. Carter, in the Century 
building, at 3 o'clock and worked 
there until 6:30 o’clock. 

In that time, as stated, fourteen sec- 
tions were gone over and there are 
several times that many remaining. 
This committee will meet again on 
Monday night in the office of C. T. 
Hopkins, in the Empire building, to 
continue this work, and will continue 
to meet nightly until the report is 
complete and ready for the committee 
on June 10. 

From the adoptions made it is seen 
that the proposed charter is to be 
largely a compromise measure which 
will doubtless give to Atlanta, if 
granted by the legislature, the best 
features from all of the proposed 
forms of municipal government.

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DUE TO MONOPOLY 


So Taft Says Regarding 
the Tobacco Trust. 


President Sends Report to the 
Senate in Regard to Prices 
of Tobacco in Response to’ 
a Request by Senator Bev- 
eridge. 


Washington, June 5.—Resgponding to 
a resolution introduced in the senate 
by Mr. Beveridge, an exhaustive report 


| made by the bureau of corporations, of! 


information collected affecting . the 
prices of tobacco, was sent to the sen- 
ate today by President Taft... _ 
Much of the information covers mat-' 
ter heretofore made public by Commis- 
sioner Herbert Knox Smith. It is 
stated that the bureau has in prepara- 
tion a complete report covering the 
subject of the prices of tobacco and 
the operations of the corporations, the 


information for which was obtained in 
accordahce with “the law creating’ the 
bureau. The more important material 
showing in substance the résults of 
the investigation is included in a pre- 
liminary report. 

Commissioner Smith says that any 
consideration of the subject of the to- 
bacco industry during recent years is; 
necessarily largely a consideration of 
the -relation. of the tobacco combina-; 
tion to the industry. It is stated that 
the tobacco combination controls sub- 
stantially three-fourths of the busi- 
ness of manufacturing tobacco, other 
than cigars, in the United States. 10 
show the extent of this business it is 
stated that the output of the independ- 
ent concerns, excluding cigars, now 
amounts to $35,000,000 per year. 

Trust Bookg Open. | 

According to the report, the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company and other com- 
panies in the combination have given 
the bureau full and ready access to 
their books and records. From com- 
ments made upon the manner of keep- 
ing books, it appears that the bureau 
has had less valuable information con- 
cerning the conduct of business by 
individual concerns. 

Tables are included in 
showing the remarkable 
profits to the concerns in the tobacco 
combination from 1890 to 1907, inclu- 
sive. The bureau says it is not pre- 
pared at the present time to report in 
detail on the subject of overcapitaliza- 
tion, or on the cash value of the good 
will acquired from time to time, by 
the combination. It is asserted, how- 
ever, that the value of good willwhich 
means value of brands of goods man- 
ufactured by concerns which were 
swallowed up by the combination, 
eould net have exceeded a compara- 
tively small fraction of the value as- 
signed to it on the bo@ks of the com- 
bination. The only reason why the 
American Tobacco Company, in its 
early years was able to earn liberal 
dividends on its entire capitalization, 
the report says, lay in its monopoly 
power.

“It is evident; therefore, from these 
facts that no comparison of any sig- 
nificance can be made between the net 
earnings of the tobacco combination 
and its capitalization or its reported 
assets.” 

Among the most interesting subjects 
taken up by Commissioner Smith, ts 
the amount of tax paid by the com- 
panies in the tobacco combination to 
the federal government in comparison 
with the profits made by the combina- 
tion. The report says the maximum 
amount of taxes paid as might be ex- 
pected, was during the years 1899 to 
1901, when the war revenue taxes were 
in force. The amount of tax collected 
fell off greatly in 1902 @nd 1903. 

“The cost of the output of the con- 
cerns in the tebacco combination 
shows, broadly speaking, a steady in- 
crease since 1899 corresponding to the 
increased volume o foutput,” said the 
commissioner. “Very striking, how- 
ever, are the changes in the profits, and 
particularly whe nthe profits are com- 
pared with the taxes paid. As the 
amount of tax paid fell off, the amount 
of profits increased. From 1899 to 
1903, the taxes fell off about $8,000,000 
while the profits increased about $13,- 
600,000 rising from $5,122,971 in 1899 
to $18,735,889 in 1903. The profits fell 
off somewhat in 1904, but again in- 
creased, reaching the maximum in 
1906, $20,641,708.”

HENRY G. KITTREDGE 
DIED YESTERDAY 


Noted Textile Expert Passed 
Away After a Brief 
Illness. 


Henry G. Kittredge, one of America’s 
most noted textile experts, died at the 
Tabernacle infirmary at 2 o’olock yes- 
terday morning after an illness of only 
three days. He had just returned 
from Richmond, Va., where he went 
to attend the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ Association. He was taken 
seriouely ill soon after his return, and 
continaed to grow worse until his 
death. The body was taken to the 
undertaking. parlors of Barclay & 
Brandon, where the funeral will oc- 
eur Tuesday afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

Since 1907 Mr. Kittredge had been a 
rerident of this city. He came here to 
take the editorship of Cotton, a maga: 
zine devoted to the culture and manu- 
fuctv.e of this staple. His writings 
were widely read. He was admitted 
authority on the southern cotton situ- 
afio... 

in 1895 he represented the state of 
Massachusetts at the Atlanta exposi- 
tion, having been appointed .together 
with Hon. Curtis Guild, Jr., the present 
governor, and William C. Lovering, 
member of congress from the fifteenth 
district, by Governor Frederick T. 
Greenhalge, of that state. He also or- 
Sanized the United States textile ex- 
hibit at the Paris exposition in.

It pertained 
to the interests of the signers of that 
petition, Messrs. Aldrich and Flint con- 
tending that they were importers and 
interested in low duty, while the Iowa 
senator continued to urge their general 
representative capacity. 

“It's a strange thing,” declared Mr. 
Doliver, rising to his full height and 
epeaking in the boldest tone, ‘‘to find 
the leaders of the Republican party 
reproach the merchants of the country 
with extravagances which have grown 
up in connection with the protective 
tariff.’’ 

Referring to cartoons of himself re- 
presented as exhibiting samples in the 
United States Senate, he declared that 
since that exhibition others had 
adopted his method of “reaching the 
intelligence of his hearers.” 

Lodge Runs from Dolliver. 

He referred pointedly to Senator 
Lodge as having “also shown his sam- 
ples,” but, while the Iowa (senator 
spoke, Mr. Lodge passed slowly out of 
the chamber, without appearing to no- 
tice the allusion. Declaring that the 
cotton duties had been increasing in 
the pending bill over those of the 
Dingley law, Mr. Dolliver read from a 
speech by Mr. Smoot. He declared that 
that senator told the people that the 
duties of the cotton schedule had been 
equalized, but that the rates had not 
been lowered. Likewise the senator 
from Rhode Island had come to the 
senate to say the rates had not been 
raised. Ridiculing the possibility of 
“equalizing’’ the rates without raising 
some or lowering others, Mr. Dolliver 
launched upon a comparison between 
the Dingley law and the Wilson Dill. 
He commented on the Dingley law as 
interpreted by Mr. Aldrich and by the 
appraisers. 

“Then, we have two Dingley laws?’ 
interposed Mr. Tillman. 

“Yes,”” responded the Iowan, “one On 
the statute books and one in the imag- 
ination of the senator from Rhode 
Island.” 

Mr. Dolliver ridiculed talk about 
average rates when some had actually 
been increased. The “equalization that 
had been effected,’ he said, “had been 
by leaving the high rates up and brifng- 
ing the lower ones nearer their level.” 

Speaking of the need for accurate 
information, he said: “Senators cannot 
convert the senate of the United States 
from a great deliberative body to an 
aggregation of intellectual come-ons.” 

Responding to side-expression of 
surprise at. the expressions by some 
senators near him, he added: 

“That is a green-goods proposition.” 

He spoke of various people who had 
dealings with the New York custom 
house, saying it had been suspected 
that they had had “agents on the pay 
roll engaged in the administration of 
the customs law.”

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added by Governor Dingley in the 
house of representatives.” 

The Dingley law, he declared, orig- 
inated with Colonel Tichenor, ang he 
said he had positive proof that that 
law had never contemplated bringing 
cotton cloth under the classification as 
“etamines,” a loosely-woven cloth. 

There was a change after Tichenor's 
death, “and yet,” continued Mr. Dolli- 
ver, ‘when Mr. Deveries overruled that 
foolish decision respecting etamines, 
the senator from Rhode Island de- 
nounceg his decisions as originating 
with British importing interests, and 
as a great offense.” 

These decisions, he added, that were 
said to have overruled the law, were in 
harmony with the interpretations of 
Colonel Tichenor, who had drawn the 
law. There had been, he said, much 
talk about the amount of money lost 
by the government by the decisions re- 
specting etamines and he had taken 
pains to inform himself on that sub- 
ject. 

“The government,” he said, “collect- 
ed 60 per cent on these goods classed 
as etamines. The appraisers made 
them give it up. How much do you 
suppose they refunded? Imaginary 
millions have been wandering like 
ghosts through the corridors of this 
capitol, and yet, according to informa- 
tion I have just received over the long- 
distance telephone, the total loss of the 
government on that account would be 
only $65,000.” 

This, he said, was in spite of the im- 
pression that had been made by the 
senator from Rhode Island that these 
decisions had resulted in large losses, 
perhaps two or three milliong of dol- 
lars. 

Aldrich’s Mock Heroics, 

Commenting on the statement of Mr. 
Aldrich on this question, Mr. Dolliver 
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characterized his speech of last night 
as an appeal to “mock heroics.” 

Taking up another phase of the 
speech of the senator from Rhode 
Island, Mr. Dolliver criticised that sen- 
ator for having had read in the senate 
an anonymous clipping stating that 
$500,000 would be lost in the form of 
duties by reason of a decision in the 
Uniteg States supreme court, because of 
a contention over the question whether 
the duty should be 25 or 30 per cent. 
All the importations of cloth of that 
kind, he said, at New York in 1907 was 
worth only $250,000, and the matter in 
dispute involved only 8 per cent of the 
amount 

“Yet,” he said, 
clap-trap that is 
facts.” 

Senator Borah declared that he had 
written to the treasury department for 
the total amount involved in this case, 
and had been told it was $400,000. If 
senators could not get reliable informa- 
tion, he declared, “one thing must be 
apparent—there would be some 
changes in the treasury department.” 

“Either,” suggested Mr. Tillman, “the 
senator from Rhode Island bamboozled 
us last night or the senator from lowa 
is bamboozgling us now.” 

Stating that he had an offer made to 
a merchant by a manufacturer to fur- 
nish a certain grade of cotton goods 
at 8 cents unmercerized and 8 !|-4 mer- 
cerized, Mr. Dolliver criticised as ex- 
cessive the proposition to allow a duty 
of | cent a yard for mercerization. 

Mr. Beveridge, calling attentiom to 
the absence of members of the finance 
committee when these important. state- 
ments were made, Mr, Dolliver retorted 
that he had hoped to have them pres- 
ent. 

“Now,” he said, “I do net give 21-2 
cents a yard whether the committee is 
here or not. I intend to tell the truth 
whether they are present or absent.” 

He concluded his remarks by declar- 
ing that he was entirely friendly to the 
policy of protection, and wanted to 
frame a bill that would make friends 
for that policy throughout che country. 


Louisiaua Senators With Aldrich. 

A vote was taken on a committee 
amendment consolidating the para- 
graphs on the cheapest grades of cot- 
ton cloths and fixing a rate of one 
cent a square yard on unbleached cot- 
ton cloth of fifty threads to the inch 
of one-querter cent on bleached cloth, 
if valued at not more than nine cents, 
and at two cents if dyed and colorea 
and valued at not more than twelve 
cents. The amendment carried, 41 to 
30. 

Senators Foster and McEnery voted 
with the republicans, ana Senators 
Beveridge, Bristow, Brown, Burkett, 
Clapp, Crawford, Cummins, Dolliver, 
La Follette and Nelson voting with 
the democrats. 

The amendment substituting specific 
or ad valorem duties was then dis- 
cussed. Mr. La Follette, asserting 
there was not a reduction in the duties 
on cotton cloth said there were a 
number of increases on the face of the 
bill in direct terms and which had not 
been affected by court decisions. He 
asked Mr. Aldrich to go through the 
cotton cloth schedule item by item 
and declared emphatically he would 
show the senate there were numerous 
increases. 

The comparison made by Mr. La 
Follette of the senate bill rates with 
what he said were the specific rates 
equivalent to the ad valorem rates of 
the Dingley act were declared by Mr. 
Aldrich to be incorrect. He said he 
was supported in his denunciation of 
Mr. La Follette’s figures by all the ex- 
perts in the United States. 

When Mr. La Follette was reading 
specific rates as being Dingley rates, 
Mr. Aldrich contended that the duties 
in the Dingley law were advalorem 
rates. Mr. La Follette insisted that 
the specific rates which he was read- 
ing were the equivatents of the ad 
valorem duties of the present law. 
“They are Dingley rates,” he insisted. 

“We'll see,” said Mr. Aldrich.

“We 
have had a number of exhibitions of 
that kind. This bill was passed, iet 
me say to the senate, when the senator 
from, Rhode Island was clothed with 
the authority to appoint the committees 
on: committees of the senate.”

Mr. Dolliver’s proposed

Of the nineteen senators who voted 
for specific duties, Foster and McEn- 
ery were the only democrats. while of 
the twenty-eight voting in the nega- 
tive, ten were republicaus—Bristow, 
Brown, Burkett, Clapp, Crawford Cum- 
mins, Dolliver, Gamble, La Folilette 
and Nelson. 

The next vote for specific duties re- 
sulted in the same party division, Sen- 
ator Simmons adding one more to the 
negative. 

Senator Bacon then suggested that 
as all the amendments for the cotton 
schedule involved the same question, 
they might be voted on at one time. 

The suggestion was accepted, and 
the vote was then taken on thirteen 
amendments covering ten pag@s of the 
bill. They were agreed to, as were the 
entire sections containing them, by a 
vote of 39 to 28.

‘Exercises Will Be Held 


on June Lith. 


At Vicksburg, Miss., Following 
the Close of the Reunion of 
the United Confederate Vet- 
erans at Memphis. i 


Vicksburg, Miss. June 56.—On June 
11, the day follqawing the close of the 
United Confederate Veterans’ réunion 
at Memphis, many of the, old soldiers 
and other notables will assemble here 
to attend the unveiling of a statue of 
the late General Stephen Dill Lee, who 
was commander-in-chief of the con- 
federate organization at the time of 
his death. 

Where He Won His Spurs. 

It was in the siege of Vicksburg 
that General Lee -won his spurs as a 
dashing and intrepid commander, and 
the last years of his life were devoted 
to the perfection of the great national 
military park here. General Lee died 
at Vicksburg May 28, 1908, and it is 
peculiarly fitting that the south’s me- 
mortal statue to him should be erected 
on the spot which he loved so well. 
On the same day another monument 
to his memory, though smaller in size 
will be unveiled at the State Agricul 
tural and Mechanical ¢ollege at Stark- 
ville, Miss., as he was the first presi- 
dent of that institution. This memo- 
rial, though of lesser importance than 
the Vicksburg statue, nevertheless em- 
phasizes the universal affection of the 
people of Mississippi for him. An- 
other monument will be placed at the 
grave in Columbus, where the old com- 
mander sleeps in everlasting rest. 

Many to Honor General. 

North, south, east and west will send 
celebrities to do honor to the memory 
of the chivalrous soluier of Dixie. Ma- 
jor General Frederick Dent Grant, of 
the department of the lakes, has been 
delegated by the secretary of war to 
receive the statue on the part of the 
United States, which will bé officially 
presented to him by General Clement 
A. Evans, of Georgia, commander-in- 
chief of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans; Colonel George R. Peck, of Chi- 
cago, will be orator of the day, and 
Henry Watterson, of Kentucky, the 
veteran editor .of* The Louisville-Cow- 
rier Journal, will be master of cere- 


monies and preside at the auspicious | 


occasion. Many of the last surviving 
generals of the confederacy and other 
eminent men will be present. Secre- 
tary of War Jacob M. Dickinson, who 
was a fellow townsman of General Lee 
at Columbus, has expressed his keen- 
est regrets that official duties would 
prevent him from being present. 

The well-known sculptor, Henry 
Hudson Kitson, of Quincy, Mass., who 
designed the statue, will be present to 
direct the placing -of his handywork. 
He is the creator of many handsome 
monuments of various northern states 
already completed and dedicated in 
the Vicksburg National Military park. 
In his work, he knew General Lee, 
then one of the park commissioners, 
and put his best efforts into this 
statue. . 

The unveiling of the monument will 
occur at 3°o’clock in the dfternoon in 
the National Military park. Hospitable 
Vicksburg will welcome thousands of 
Mississippians and Louisianans within 
her gates. Governors Noel, of Missis- 
sippi, and Sanders, of Louisiana, with 
their spective staffs, will be present, 
and the division officers of the confed- 
erate organization will arrive from 
Memphis on the morning of June 11. 

Already the Vicksburg people have 
thrown heart and soul into the work 
of assisting In the exercises, in an ef- 
fort to make it one of the most mem- 
orable otcasions since the siege of the 
historic city. Citizens’ committees 
have arranged for every detail,‘ the lo- 
cal military companies will fire sa- 
lutes, and hundreds of school children 
will jotn in patriotic songs. 

Statue Is Life Size. 


The statue is of life size and repre- 
sents General Lee in a moment of tri- 
umph after one of his victories in a 
skirmish about Vicksburg. It stands 
on a redoubt in the military park 
near the Alabama and Vicksburg rail- 
road on a commanding imminence. He 
was then in the full development: of 
young manhood and the pose is both 
noble and heroic. The statue cds $11,- 
000. It is a tribute of affection from 
his only son, Blewitt Lee, of Chicago; 
Captain William T. Rigby, chairman of! 
the Vicksburg National Military Park 
commission, and hundreds of veterans 
of the’ south who followed the late 
general in baftle, and others who ad- 
mired him. Rigby, although a northern 
soldier, born in lowa, was associated 
with General Lee when the latter was 
himself chairman of the park commis- 
sion. In constant association, he grew 
to love the modest southerner, whose 
declining years were devoted to ce- 
menting the ties of brotherhood be- 
tween the north and south., ¢ 

Where He Won Victory. 

A little time before; his death,, Gen- 
eral Lee, Captain Rigby and Colonel 
_ Chicago, three 
members of, the park commiséion, were 
making an inspection of the beautiful 
park, When they reached. the railroad 
redaubt where General Lee’s/greatest 
victory was won.

Dupont Guerry, who 
retirers as head of Weslyan college 
with the session just closed, delivered 
@ most impressive address, on Wednes- 
day, when he o@enferred the degrees on 
the graduating young ladies. It was 
an occassion of wide interest to friends 
of the college and many of them were 
moved by the strong and stirring ut- 
terances, The address follows: 

My Dear Young Ladies: This is my 
commencement day as well as yours. 
You have had courses of study rang- 
ing from one to five years. I am be- 
ing graduated for my first time, and 
though after a six years’ course, will 
go out without a diploma. While the 
girls have been studying their books, 
I have to some extent been studying 
the girls, and with pleasure as well 
as profit. 

My position at the bar gave me a 
broad view of people generally, and 
oftener than otherwise on~their dark 
sides. iets 

At Wesleyan also I have seen many 
phases of life, oftener the brighter 
and better. I have learned much more 
about women in particular, and some 
more about men in general. I have 
unlearned some things about both. 

Safer Repository Than Man. . 

I had often, heard that a woman 
could not keep a secret." I have found 
her, as a rule, a safer repository than 
aman, no matter whether of a secret 
of business, or discipline, or intelli- 
gence, or whether concerning charac- 
ter or conduct, incidentally acquired or 
confidentially received. As custodian 
of a secret, as a rule a woman is 
more careful, more cautions, more 
conscientious, more loyal, than a man. 
The’ alleged tattling habit of woman 
is proverbial. Perhaps they do more 
tattling than men do. But it is simply 
because they have more opportunity 
and temptation in the fact that they 
are longer in pairs and groups and 
seclusion, and more of them enjoy ex- 
ceptional leisure for the delightful re- 
creation. But men have a greater 
penchant for tattfing than women 
have. With the same opportunity and 
temptation, men tattle more and tattle 
worse. Women may do more back- 
biting, that is to say, they may bite 
more backs, But they are not so per- 
sistent In this ennobling pursuit. They 
are not as bad backbiters as men are. 

I have not found in girlhood the 
supposed comparative deficiency in 
will, or stability, or independence, but 
quite the contrary. 

Nor have I discovered in womanhood 
here, the alleged -want :of business 
capacity or business ethics. 

‘While there are differences in charac- 
teristics, so far as businéss capacity 
is concerned, there ts native equality, 
the inferiority of the female being ac- 
counted for in the want of equal op- 
portunity and. development. ' 

I long ago discovered that women 
followed intuition, a psychical rather 
than intellectual process, while men 
restored to ratiocination. .At Wesley- 
an, while acting with my lady assoct- 
ates in investigations in cases of disci- 
pline, I have manv times been im- 
pressed with_this difference. 

They would leap from intutive con- 
jecture to intuitive suspicion, and from 
a aes suspicion to intuitive convic- 

on. 

A day or two later, after pulling up 
grades of difficulties and through tun- 
nels of doubt, I oftener than otherwise 
slowed down at their previous con- 
clusions, 


Woman in Business. 

So far as business ethics are con- 
cerned, women, under equal opportuni- 
ties for. business development, and in- 
spired and impressed by the same re- 
sponsibilities, are in all respects as 
reliable as men, if not more so; though 
receiving smaller remuneration. As- 
sociated with the most femine modesty, 
are found the very refinements of 
honesty, faithfulness and loyalty. 

In this desultory statement I have 
not implied woman's superiorjty upon 
the whole, or her samenéss of privif- 
lege or function. Having been for- 
tunate in+ my immedtate assoctlates 
among men as well as among women, 
I think I understand what mental and 
moral differences are characteristics, 
and I believe in sex equality under 
divinely appointed division of labor and 
responsibility. While there is unity of 
ulimate purpose, cooperation and a 
large measure of parallelism in activi- 
ty, division of labor involves separa- 
tion into different kinds of labor, and 
segregation into different kinds of 
laborers. If there were not naturally 
or providentially, superiority of adapt- 
ation to different functions, differences 


ferences of development, and hence in 
the course of time differentiation in 
inclinations and capabilities, would 
ensue. Indeed, proneness to kinds of 
pursuit is developed in families when 
followed for a few generations, and 
becomes, in uncertain measure, heredi- 


, eternal, 


But the difference of function is 
not ; accidental’ or incidental or evolu- 
tional, but inherent, indestructible, 


Different functions imply different 
entities with different adaptations, for 
their proper performance. Those who 
would impose upon the sexes indiscri- 
minately: the same functions, would 
nullify the decree of nature and of 
nature's God. 

The motive of masculinity is that 


of ambition, the motive of femininity 
that of love. The characterisitic aim 


of one is the triumph of might, of the 
Other triumph of right. The mission 
of one is self-assertion, of the other, 
self-sacrifice. 

The care of man is the structure of 
wisdom; of the woman, the founda- 
tions of virture. His work is more in- 
tellectual, hers more psychical; his 
more temoral, hers more eternal; his 
more directly political and economical, 
hers more directly moral and spiritual. 
Of course there are helpful coopera- 
tion and wholesome interaction. 

Women Myst Inspire Votes, 

It is the prerogative of men to’ cast 
votes, enact and administer laws; of 
women to train and inspire those who 
are to do 60. 

A great statesman in the sixties 
proclaimed a new birth of political 
freedom. What we needed most then 
and need most now, is a new birth gf 
political righteousness. 

Because of economic progress, women 
are now having time for enlarged 
employment, and the great question is, 
| shaw they intensify and concentrate 
their efforts in the same fields, or 
diversify and extend them into others? 
| Shall cooperation between the sexes 
give place In large measure to competi- 
tion between the sexes? To the strife 
among the classes, shall strife between 
the sexes be added? 

Government by majority has so far 
proved a political fiction. No matter 
the form of government, whether auto- 
cracy, aristocracy, or democracy, we 
still have everywhere government by 
minority. The decision of the majority, 
so called, is always dictated by a min- 
ority. 

At this stage of popular government, 
the best resulant of the variant con- 
tentions of the masses, is the fittest 
minority for control for the time being. 

This achievement is not to come of 
a probable pro rata distribution of new 
but equally ignorant voters, among the 
same parties and factions, but by means 
of more enlightened voters from 
among those who are eligible to be- 
come voters. 

The ballot does not need addition or 
multiplication, but purification. 

At the polls woman soon find her 
entity disintegrated, her strength 
divided, her influence dissipated, her 
halo vanished. 


Mission Not With Votes. “ 

Her political mission is with voters 
and those who are to be voters, and 
not with the votes. 

The place for a woman to deposit 
her ballot is not in the ballot box, or 
in the voter's hand, but in the voter's 
heart. The place to prepare the ballot 
is not the printshop, but the home. 

In an election that is really contest- 
ed, the decision is reached before the 
campaign begins. 

Women are not subject to taxation 
without representation. They are not 
denied political equality. They have 
these rights under the laws of God, 
and despite the laws of man, but fail 
to fully appreciate and exercise them. 
The unwisely ambitious ones are but 
throwing away the substance of power, 
in reaching out for its shadow. 

Those who can dominate the moral 
sentiment of a nation’s homes, can 
dominate the nation itself, and this 
under present conditions and laws, 
American women can do. They are in 
need of no privileges, no rights, no op- 
portunities, no facilities, that are not 
already indisputably and inalienably 
their own. 

They hold the strategic point of the 
situation, the vantage ground of the 
battle field of American life, in the 
homes they have been appointed by 
providence t6 possess and protect, to 
beautify and bless, to sanctify and 
save. 

You have been longing for your own 
homes, their sweet seclusion and rest- 
ful quiet; the sight of their familiar 
forms and smiling faces; for the sound 
of voices, the gentle cadences of Which 
are the sweetest of all music; for the 
pressure of hands and arms and lips, 
that practice no deceit. 

Where loving hearts talk to one 
another when tongues are _.§ silent. 
Where there is cooperation instead of 
competition; self-denial instead of self- 
assertion; where love, the great pro- 
moter and preserver of family virtue 
and happiness as well as the chief 
psychic factor of all civilization, 
reigns, instead of law.

TWENTY-FIVE CONVICTS ~ 


BY GOVERNOR 


Without the recommendation of the 
prison commission, but upon his own 
personal observation and investigation, 
Governor Smith has issued pgrdons to 
twenty-five inmates of the prison farm 
near Milledgeville, Baldwin county. 

This fact was predicted in The Con- 
stitution yesterday, following the gov- 
ernor’s return from the state farm, 
where, with Executive Secretary C. M. 
Hitch, he investigated a numbér of 
cases in which he had become inter- 
ested. 

The pardons will be sent to the state 
farm, and og Monday those who are 
named will be liberated. 

Of the twenty-five who received 
clemency from the governor, five are 
white, and, in addition to being par- 
doned, had their rights as citizens re- 
stored: The other score were colored, 
and their sentences were commuted to 
present service. 

In a majority of the cases the rea- 
sons assigned in the pardon papers 
are that the convicts are in the poorest 
possible health, and that by being freed 
their friends or relatives wil] care for 
them in their last days, 


Two Interesting Cases, 


Two of th@»more interesting cases 
are those of R. M. Mitchell, of Floyd 
county, the musician who shot a mén 
in Rome and was sentenced for life. 
His case attracted attention throygh- 
out the state. He is now pronounced a 
hnopeléss invalid. 

The other is the case of J. W. Hart, 
of’ Chatham county, the “ancient mari- 
ner” whose pathetic appeal filed with 
the prison commission in well-scanned 
poetry attracteq general interest, 

The entire list of pardons, with tpe 
reasons given by the governor, are as 
follows: 

R. M. Mitchell, whité, Floyd county, 
1908, murder, life imprisonment. While 
this prisoner has only been in the pen- 
itentiary a little over twelve months, 
he has become pavers see from his 
waist down. He is unable to move his 
limbs or walk. He is helpless and 
harmless, and his affliction is in- 
curable. His punishment is worse than 
death. He has a wife and relatives who 
are Willing to care for him in his help- 
less condition. The ends of justice d6 
not require that he should remain in 
his pitiable condition — from those 
who can lessen his suffering and care 
for his wants. 

James White, white, Catoosa county, 
1904, murder, life imprisonment, Since 
being in the penitentiary he has con- 
tracted a severe case of tuberculosis 
and has been able to do no work for 
four years. He has now served more 
than five years with good conduct. 

Tom Allen, white, Troupe county, 
it a larceny, four years in peniten- 
tfary. He has served more than half 
of his. sentenc and now has rheu- 
matism and Bright's disease, which in- 
capacitate him for work. He is now 67 
years of age. 

“J. W. Hart, white, Chatham county, 
burglary, three years in the peniten- 
tiary. He has served more than half 
of his sentence. He is 8! years of age, 
very infirm and has diabete3’. He has 
not done a day’s work since he has 
been in prison. Arrangements have 
been made to send: him to friends in 
New York upon his release from 
prison. Hig conduct has been good. 


Health Wrecked. ’ 


J. M. Wilson, white, 1901, .Clitich 
county, manslaughter, fifteen years in 
the penitentiary sentence. He is now 69 
years of age and has nortan. about 
eight years of his sentence with good 
conduct. Since his service in the peni- 
tentiary his health has entirely broken 
down, and he is now unable to work. 
He has relati#es who are willing to 
take care of him. - 

John Jones, colored, Tatnall county, 


1892, murdér, sentence life imprison- 
trent: He was convicted of killing a 
negro @ has now served over 
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entirely broken down and unable to 
work, and his childrén will take care 
of him. 

Charles Shuler, colored, Lowndes 
county, 1877, burglary, sentence fif- 
teen years in penitentiary. While 
serving his term for burglary he 
killed another convict and was con- 
victed in 1867 in Fulton county of 
murder, and sentenced for life im- 
prisonnient. He is now 65 years of 
age, and has been in the penitentiary 
thirty-two years. During this time 
he has lost one eye and part of one 
hand. For.many years his conduct 
has been good. He is practically worn 
out from work and old age. 

Butler Hatcher, colored, Floyd coun- 
ty,. 1880, murder, sentence life tm- 
prisonment. He was convicted of kill- 
ing a negro and has been in the peni- 
woes for over twenty-eight years. 

@ is old and broken down, and is un- 
able to do anything. He is afflicted 
with kidney trouble, and has been a 
trusty for ten years. He has several 
brothers in Rome who are willing to 
take care of him. 

John Evans, colored, Walker coun- 
ty, 1882, murder, sentence life im- 
prisonment. Sent up for killing a ne- 
gro, and has now served’  twenty- 
seven years, with good conduct. Is 63 
years of age, and has been a trusty 
for a long time. In view of his age. 
length of service and his continued 
‘g00d conduct, it is thought that his 
punishment has been sufficient. 

Streng Petition. 

Dan Smith, colored, Appling county, 
1898, murder, life imprisonment. He 
kille danother negro. During his con- 
finement he has been operated upon 
for gall stones, and is now practical- 
ly helpless. He is 56 years of age, and 
his conduct hag keen good. His pdr- 
don is recommended by the presiding 
judge, several members of the trial 
jury and the grand fury and a number 
of citizens. 

Ginsey Maye, colored, Butts county, 
1886, murder, life tmprisonment. She 
Was convicted of kiNing her husband 
when she was only !5 years of age. 
She claims that he was whipping her 
and she shot him. She has served 
twenty-three years, with good conduct, 
Hamp Johnson, -Houston county;

He 
has a wife, mother and brother who 
are willing to take Tare of him.

Killed another negro and 
has been in penitentiary. over ten 
years. He has tuberculosis, and is con- 
fined to his room all the time.

Charley Fields, colored, Muscogee 
county, 1908, murder, sentence for life 
imprisonment.

Has 
served nearly twelve years with good 
conduct. While working in the coal 
mines as a convict he lost a teg by 
falling slate. On account of his good 
conduct and the great affliction that 
has come upon him, it is thought that 
his punishment has been sufficient. 
The Durham Coal and Coke Company 
promises to give him employme 
upon his release. 

Joh Fox, colored, Warren county, 
1904, manslaughter, sentenced for 
seven years. Killed another negro, 
While working in coal mines ‘his arm 
was fractured and he was badly ae 
jured by falling slate. Counting time 
for good behavior he has now only 
about one more year to serve. In view 
of his good conduct it is thought that 
his punishment has. been sufficient. 

Jeff Stapler, Jackson county, 1892, 
murder, life imprisonment. He killed 
another negro, whom he claims was at 
the time reaching for a gun to shoot 
him. While serving in the Durham 
coal mines he lost one of his legs. He 
has now “served over.sixteen years, 
with good conduct. His petition for 
pardon is signed by the officers and 
many citizens of Jackcon county, 
where the crime was cortmitted.

Picante eae ago, Swami Vivgkananda 
was the most picturesque figure in the 
Congress of Religion held in that place.

The philosaphy of 
this disciple of Ramakrishma embodies 
much that is beautiful and all that. is 
pure. It has no prescribed lines for 
the ultimate attainment of religion, 
but includes the Karma Yoga, which 
is the active worker in the fleld of 
any work. Through Karma Yoga one 
attains to self-mastery and learns the 
secret of focusing the energy. Bhakti 
Yoga is advised for the emotional na- 
ture, and develops the highest spiritual 
unfoldment. The Rajia Yoga is the 
path for concentration and meditation. 
The fourth method, Jnana Yoga, is for 
the intellectual, meditative and philo- 
sophical.

One of the things taught by the Ma- 
hatma is how the soul exists after 
death and how the earth-born soul, 
being subject to the law of.

‘RECENES. APPLAUSE 


Great Stride Forward for 
Law and Order. 


Action of Supreme Court of 
Alabama Now Puts It Up to 
Sheriff to’Protect Prisoners 
From Mobs. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 5.—( Special.) 
—Alabama, in the opinion of thought- 
ful men, has taken during the passing 
week, one of the greatest strides for- 
ward in the matter of law and order 
that has ever been Known in the south. 
Nothing that has come to pass can 
compare with the impeachment of 
Sheriff Frank Cazalas, of Mobile, as 
a bolster to the officers of the laa to 
break up the nefarious work: of the 
mob: 

Once upon a time the people of the 
state winked at certain election me- 
thods, but at last they became such 
a stench in the nostrils of good men 
that they were stopped. Indications 
are that thfs condition has come again, 
in a feeling of horror for bloodshed 
by the cowardly practice of the mob. 
One sheriff says: “We will have noth- 
ing else to do. If we let a mob take 
a prisoner we lose our jobs and are 
disgraced. The law is so plain that 
no one can make a mistake about it.” 

Werk of Long Time. 

The action: of the supreme court is 
a result, not of the fight made on 
Cazalas so much, as of a movement be- 
gun way back when the new constitu- 
tion was made, it being seen thengthat 
to make a sheriff do his duty in the 
matter of lynch law he would have to 
be subjected to impeachment by a tri- 
bunal removed from the influences of 
his home county and the feelings that 
eisted among those from whom the 
mob was made up. A conviction on 
the very first trial under the law is 
good testimony of the wisdom shown. 

There was an influence along this 
line further back even, and outside 
this peculiar channel since. Than the 
late Governor Sea was there none 
more ardent for Ia and order. He 
worked for it and urged its importance 
upon the people early and late. Of 
like manner was Thomas G. Jones, 
twice governor, and now a federal 
judge. He stood all the time with 
his life and his energy for the majesty 
of the law. And hg, not —a r, 
as a soldier of the state, put himself 
in the way to get hurt for the keeping 
of the statutes. 

Other Convictions. 

While there have been no other 
sheriffs to feel in this way the heavy 
hand of the law, in the terms of Gov. 
William D. Jelks members of mobs 
were sent to the penitentiary for tak- 
ink law into their own hands, in de- 
flance of order, and this executive did 
not hesitate to send troops on every 
call to protect prisoners, no matter 
what the offense. Governor Jelks 
helped to bulld the public sentiment 
that applauds the decision in the 
Cazalas case. 

And while in the chair for eleven 
months Dr. R. M. Cunningham asup- 
ported every movement of Governor 
Jelks along this line. Soldiers were 
used when needed and all a sheriff 
had to do was to ask and he got 
all the help he needed. A military 
company in one of the largest counties 
was put out of business because it did 
not respond promptly to a call of this 
kind under Governor Jelks, and the 
sheriff of the same county escaped im- 
peachment trial only because there 
was at that time no law to make ef- 
fective the constitutional provision. 

When William C. Oates was gov- 
ernor, ‘back of Jelks and others; he 
exhibited his courage. A mob threaten- 
ed to take a man from the jail at Mont- 
gomery. Sheriff? Charles Parks was 
told by Solicitor Tennant Lomax that 
he must protect the prisoner at all 
hazards. Lomax then reported the 
situation to Governor. Oates, who 
ordered soldiers to report to the sheriff 
with loaded cartridges and ready to 
shoot. .And the governor was on 
hand to back the sheriff up. That 
mob has never shown up yet. It is 
well that it did not, for it would have 
been depleted by bullets. 


Comer Fortunate. 

Feeling as he does, Gov. B. B. Comer 
is fortunate in that the first conviction 
has come while he was behind the 
movement. It took no outside pressure 
to induce him to support the law and 
order sentiment in Mobile county. 
When a petition came up with signa- 
tures of some of the best people of 
the city and county, asking investiga- 
tion of the conduct of the sheriff, he 
and at once, ordering the attorney gen- 
eral to begin at once. His moral support 
was behind the movement, though he 
took no part one way or another. The 
result has tended to show that he acted 


in line with the righteousness of the 
situation.

Some 
eight or ten years ago they secured a 
charter for Riverside, for they saw 
that such a school was greatly needed 
in this section of the state, and they 
were convinced that no other place in 
Georgia or the south held such advan- 
tages for a school of this kind as did 
Geinesville. It was. not wntil a year 
ago, however, that they were enabled 
to put their idea of establishing a 
model preparatory school into execu- 
tion. I have never seen a more 
Beautiful Location 
Than that which Presidents Van Hoose 
and Pearce chose for the Riverside 
Academy. Crowning a magnificcnt ele- 
vation, which slopes away to the lake, 
half a mile distant, sits the beautiful 
building of red brick and sandstone. 
As I entered this duilding it was diffi- 
cult for me to realize that it was used 
for the purposes of a school. There is 
a beautiful terrace, 174 feet long, tiled 
with the best quality of stone tiling; 
then through the large glass doors I 
passed inte one of the most beautiful 
lobbies, I would call ft, but the boys 
call it Recreation hall, that I have ever 
seen. The floor is laid in the ‘best 
ceramic tile, véry much like that on the 
first floor of the Candler building in 
Atlanta; the wood is finished in of] and 
varnish, and the entire building was as 
clean and as well kept as the best 
hotel in the capital city of Georgia. I 
looked in vain for some evidence of fll 
usage, but not a mark on a wall, a 
knife cut, a broken glass, or any de- 
facement so common to most buildings 
used for school purposes, was to be 
seen. It was positive evidence of the 
fact that boys will be,gentlemen ~+-"-:n 
surrounded with such environments as 
tend to develop gentlemanly qualities 
within them. 

A Park. of 2,000 Acres 
Surrounds the ademy, and here we 
find a variety of scenery; hill and dale, 
mountain and valley—beautiful walks, 
drives, springs, pavilions, and one of 
the most beautiful bodies of water to 
be found anywhere—Lake Warner. 
Surely there cannot be on this great 
continent of ours a finer place for a 
boy to spend his summer vacation. 

I went out to Riverside with Asso- 
clate President Van Hoose, who is to 
be in active charge of the work during 
the Summer School. Dr. Pearce will be 
at Brenau, in charge of the work there, 
while the new superintendent of River- 
side, Professor G. Holman Gardnep, who 
has recently purchased a one-the in- 
terest tn Riverside, will make his .ead- 
quarters in Atlanta during the sum- 
mér, and will travel in the interest of 
Riverside. Professor Van Hoose is very 
enthusiastic abott the summer session 
of Riverside. 

“It Is the Very Thing 
that hundreds of parents v-ant for their 
boys,” said he, “for all over this broad 
land there are fathers and mothers, 
too busy to give their boy the atten- 
tion that he really needs during the 
summer, who realize that if the boy 
remains at home, too fréquently _he 
learns things that he should not know, 
and acquires habits that will be a 
hindrance to him through life.

A boy 
will be taught all the military and 
naval maneuvers that are given at 
West Point or Annapolis, for we hgve 
engaged the best man that they had at 
Culver as Our commandant for the 
summer school.” 

Negotiations are.now pending where- 
by it is hoped that the academy will 
have for the summer session 

A Splendid Military Band, 
and, under the most inepiring music, 
the cadets will be taught the various 
military and navaj drills. I can 
imaging no better place for a boy 
than Riverside during July ang August. 
Really, a boy will have better care 
here than he cah possibly have at 
home, and, while he will be kept busy, 
his duties will be such as to bring out 
the best that there is in him, and to 
send him home developed not only

After a trip over 
district. taking in the Fort Valley and 
Marshallville peach districts, Industrial 
Agent J. M. Mallorv, of the Central of 
Georgia railway, returned to Savannah 
yesterday and ordered out such refrig- 
erator cars as he thinks necessary for 
the movement of the'output from his 
lines. One thousand nine hundred an@a@ 
thirty-three refrigerator cars were or- 
dered out to handle the peach crop, 
While 169 cars were ordered out for 
the cantaloupe crop. Many years of 
€xperience have perfected Agent Mal- 
lory in this line. and it fs seldom, if 
ever, he misses the number of cars by 
fifty on either side. With no droughts 
or cold weather, both of which seem 
unlikely this late in the season, the 
amount of cars ordered will be neces- 
eery move the

melon crop is not moved in refrigera- 
tor cars, the Central of Georgia sim- 
Diy sending ordinary freight ears for 
them.

Various re- 
ports were heard and acted upon, one 
of special interest being that of the 
committee to revise the statutes and 
by;laws of the college. The report, 
however, provided for no important 
changes, and was adopted. This sum- 
mer Secretary Shelton will have this 
report published in pamphiet form for 


distribution. 
Officers Are Elected. 

H. Y¥. McCord, of Atlanta, and J .C. 
Little, of Savannah, who were yester- 
day elected members of the board, ac- 
cepted their elections, and officers of 
the board for the ensuing year were 
chosen as follows: President, Asa G. 
Candler, of Atlanta, Ga.; vice presi- 
dent, Rev. J. P. Wardlaw, of Waycross, 
ta.: secretary, Colonel Charles B. Shel- 
ton, of Atlanta, Ga.; treasurer, Profes- 
sor H. H. Stone, of Oxford, Ga.; finan- 
cial secretary, Rev. James E. Dickey, 
D.D., of Oxford, Ga.; librarian, Profes- 
sor H. H. Stone, of Oxford, Ga. 

Dr. James E. Dickey, through whose 
sole efforts $175,000 has been pledged 
on the college endowment fund since 
July 1, was shown the much-deserved 
appreciation in the following resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, That we express our ap- 
preciation of the untiring labors of 
the president of the college, Dr. J. E. 
Dickey, in pushing the campaign for 
enlarged engowment. The success 
which has so far crowned his efforts 
is the prophecy of the complete ful- 
fillment of the end set before us in 
securing $300,000 additional endowment 
for the carrying forward of our work. 

“Resolved, second, That we pledge 
our hearty cooperation. in the “work 
which remains to be done in order to 
accomplish the desired result, and that 
we continue the campaign committee 
appointed at the special meeting of 
the trustees in July, J: T. Daves, L.

There remains only $125,000 yet to be 
subscribed to make Emory’s endow- 
ment fund $500,000, and if Dr. Dickey’s 
future efforts mbet with the gratifying 
results which have attended his past 
labors, this amount will be speedily 
raised.

“Plainly because those who-are writ- 
ing have not loved the novels, have 
not read them are are not.  suffic- 
jently sincere to admit their lack 
of knowledge,’ was the reply. ‘‘They 
write all around and about, without 
touching an essential of the man’s life 
work, or his wonderful message. 

“Who that has really read the “Or- 
deal of Richard Feverel”’ can fail to fing 
the heart and mind busy with the beau- 
tiful tragic story of the two young 
lives?’ she continued.

Yes, a real live Baro- 
net, no sham, have we in Sir Austin 
Feveral, whose son Richard was.”’

“The novel closes with a letter from 
Lady Blandish to Austin Wentworth 
and one who wishes a terse summing 
of.the Baronet and his system cannot 
do better than to read and re-read the }, 
sentence from this, one of the cleverest 
women in England, and one who hac 
opportunity to observe, the Baronet and 
the working of the System and one 
who was (accused at least), of being 
somewhat partial to him. 

“Then if the journals and magazines 
give us nothing worth reading con- 
cerning Meredith and his message, we 
have only to turn to this, the first of 
the wonderful series, and, in cage time 
is precious we need only read chapter: 
I and XLIV; the first and the last— 
less than fifty pages, in all—to receive 
the stimulus to seek In the intervening 
pages the mental tonic, and emotiona!’ 
refreshment that Meredith never fail: 
to afford to those who really seék him 
for what he has to offer.

Mrs. Je@M. C., Quitman, Ga, desires 
informati »of the Davis family. She 
writes, inclosing a letter from her 
grandfather, T. J. Davis, who says: 
“My father, Joseph Davis, was born 
in North Carolina, March 20, 1776; his 
father was one of three brothers who 
came from Scotiand early in 1700 and 
settled in Virginia. He had two broth- 
ers, James and Samuel, and two sis- 
ters, Jane and Abbie. He came to 
South Carolina to Abbeville, and taught 
school there, and married Nancy Terril, 
who died May 1,1852. They moved to 
Jacksoh county, Georgia, and had one 
son and three daughters. One of these 
daughters married Jackson Trout, of 
Cave Spring, Ga. My father then mar- 
ried Sarah Wilkey, a first cousin of 
Nancy Terril, my mother. The Terrils 
came from Ireland. From history I 
learn that Samuel Davis was a son of 
one of those brothers who came to 
Virginia im 1700, and that being the 
case, Samuel Davis and my father, Jo- 
seph Davis, were first cousins. Samuel 
moved from Wilkes county, Georgia, to 
Mississippi, and that is why Jefferson 
Davis was said to be a Mississippian, 
and to have “had relatives in Eatonton, 
Ga.” My brother, William Davis, lived 
in Eatonton.” 

In reply to the above letter the editor 
will give some Davis data which may 
oer wesue to Bra.  C. It is 
greatly regretted that Mr. Creed T. 
Davis, of Richmond, Va., has never 
published his book, “The Genesis of 
the Davis family,’ for he was from 
two distinct Davis lines—one Welsh, 
the other English. 

Mrs. Jefferson Davis, as nearly as 
can be recalled, said in her “Memoirs” 
that “three brothers came from Wales 
and settled in Pennsylvania. The 
youngest, Evan, came to South Cgro- 
lina and married Mrs. Williams, who 
had been a Miss Ern.wry. There were 
two Williams ‘sons, Daniel and Isaac. 
(These were prominent in revolution- 
ary service in South Carolina.—Ed.) 
One son was born to Evan Davis, 
pamed Samuel, and tradition has it 
that it was his visits to his half-broth- 
ers while in camp that fired his own 
patriotic zeal, for he was quite young 
for service. Samuel married Jane Cook, 
of South Carolina, perhaps a widow 
herself, and was the mother of Jeffer- 
son and Joseph Davis. Jefferson Davis 
was born in Todd county, Kentucky, 
June 3, 1808, and his parents in 1818 
removéd to Mississippi.” 

In Hanna's “Scotch-Irisn Families of 
America,” William H.-Hunter is quoted 
from an address, saying that Jefferson 


' Robert, 


Davis was descended from the (Scotch- 
Irish) family of Simpson. This was 
probably on his mother’s side. In Vir- 
ginia the Davis given names are reé- 
peated in many counties. Richmond 
county has “Samuel, son of Thomas 
and Mary, born May 19, 1748,” also 
“Samuel, son of Joshua and Catherine, 
1708, brother Joshua and sister Hester,” 
and “Samuel, son of Joseph and Susan- 
nah.” In. Northumberland county, 
“Samuel, wife Mary, will presented by 
1776." These- names occur in 
Middleséx and Bedford counties. 

In Sachse’s German Pietists he 
writes, coneerning a William Davis: 
“He was a Quaker, who came from 
Wales itn, 1694, at the age of 21 years, 
and was one of the principal leaders 
of a schism in his congregation, and 
being joined by Koster, with some 
others, formed a new community, call- 
ing themselves the Brethren in Amer- 
ica—-The True Chruch of Philadelphia. 
‘ . After various vicissitudes in re- 
ligious affairs, he established a Sev- 
enth Day church at Squaw, N. J., and 
died there in 1745.” 

In ““orth Caroling it is very diffi- 
cult, perhaps imipossibje, to untangle 
the Davis maze. In 1642-80 a Samuel 
Davis, who married Ann, was a planter 
from Isle of Wight, Virginia; his son, 
Samuel, was.a planter of Albemarle, 
province of Carolina, 1667. This was 
many years before the Davis brothers 
of this article came from Wales. An- 
other Samuel Davis, sometimes spelled 
Davies, was a noted divine, some time 
president of Princeton, and left one 
son, William, who also became a learn- 
ed man, but they are not of this line, 
though the elder was from Wales, and 
if related, was remote. The names 
Evan, James, Joseph, Samuel end Ben- 
jamin, are common in Virginia and 
Pennsylvania and many in Maryland.

Fannie L. Anderson, of Wilkes coun- 
ty, married Thomas Steele Walton and 
moved to Mississippi in 1834. Her 
mother was Sarah Tate Anthony, who 
married Thomas Anderson. Joseph An- 
thony married a daughter of Captain 
Christopher Clarke. All were of Wilkes 
county, Georgia, and if any member 
of any of these families has any rec- 
ords they will be greatly appreciated.

BY MEDAL COMMITTEE 


The contest during the last year 
among the boys and girls of the state 
for the handsome medal given by the 
Georgia Daughters of the Confederacy 
has been of unusual interest. Some 
counties and some VU. D. C. chapters 
that have heretofore given no attention 
at all to the matter Weve taken a de- 
cided and active interest in it this year. 
But we regret to’ say some who have 
done most excellent work and shown 
great interest in past contests have 
during this one persistently faileq to 
respond in any way to the numerous 
communications we have sent them. 
This we greatly regret. How gloriously 
the work would go on, and what great 
results would be achieved if, whenever 
and wherever an interest is once 
aroused, that interest could be made 
lasting; if the contesting schools 
could only be made to feel that love 
of the cause, love of study and an in- 
creased store of knowledge were suffi- 
cient incentives to the work, even 
though no medal were won! 

We have delayed our report a little 
in order that we might be able to give 
full and definite information. But, as 
some of “the returns” are not yet in, 
We are unable now to state the exact 
number of counties contesting or pa- 
pers written. We can state, however, 
that in forty counties offers were made 
of local prizes, and that interest seems 
to be growing more general throughout 
the state. We received assurances from 
a number of counties who took up the 
matter too late to be entered in this 
contest, that they would be represented 
in the next. 

The papers were extremely = x0ood. 
several of them differing in excellence 


, 


by a very small fraction of a point, 
and a decision was no éasy matter. The 
highest grade made,,98, was made by 
Mr. Oscar Brinson, of the Thomasville 
public schools, and the medal has been 
duly ‘awarded him. The second best 
grade, 973-16, was made by Mr. Harry 
Griswold, of Macon, and the third, 
97 1-8, b¥ Miss Nell Hardwick, of Jack- 
son. A number of other papers are 
worthy of honorable mention. 

We deplore the fact that again some 
of the very best papers entered in the 
contest were necessarily ruled out be- 
cause of prohibited length, and we 
would urge the future contegfants to 
Sive attention to that point. 

One member of the committee, Mre. 
T. P. Branch, of Augusta, found it neces- 
sary in the beginning of the year to 
Sive up the work on account of ill 
health. She promptly wrote to that 
effect to the chairman, but, unfor- 
tunately, the letter was lost before 
reaching its destination, and the fact 
remained unknown to the committee 
till the last days of the contest. She, of 
course, thought we were informed; and 
consequently no effort was made to 
carry on the work in most of the coun- 
ties under direct supervision. With 
these exceptions, the work was vigor- 
Ously advertised and urged in every 
county in the state. 

We wish to thank all who have ao- 
operatéq with us this year, and be- 
speak their continued assistance for 
the managers of the next contest.

CUP AND PRIZE OFFERED 
FOR SOUTHERN POETRY 


Mr. Thornwell Jacobs, one of the ed- 
itors of the Taylor-Trotwood Maga- 
zine, published in Nashville, has inau- 
gurated a movement to stimulate the 
southern student in the study and 
writing of poetry. He has offered a 
cup and a prize of $100, which will 
bring about a contest of widespread in- 
terest. 

In discussing the plan, Mr. Jacobs 

“It has been for many years my 
wish to stimulate an interest in the 
purest, best and most permanent form 
of all literature in the southern states. 


|The fact seems to be that just at pres- 
lent other forms of activity are occupy- 


ing the time and minds of men, and 
even in the literary world the novel 
short story have evershadowed 
the poem, yet the south is the home of 
poetry, and has certainly produced the 
two greatest American poets—LHdgar 
Allan Poe and Sydney Lanier. 

“In thinking over various ways to 
both gtimulate the production of this 
form of literature, and even more 
especially to stimulate interest in it 
after it has been produced on the part 
of the general public, the following 
plan has approved itself to me: 

“I intend te offer a poetry cup, to be 
known as the Thornwell Jacobs Poetry 
cup, which, coupled with a cash price 
of $100, shall be given annually as a 
reward for the best poem produced by 
any college student, male or female, in 
the southern states. It is my desire 
that the following states should be in- 
cluded: Maryland, the Virginias, the 
Carolinas, Georgia, Florida, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama, Louis- 
iana, Arkansas, OKlahoma and Texas. 
The plan contemplates the inscribing 
on the cup each year of the name of 
the winner and his college and the title 
of his poem, the cup to be held by his 
college until it is won by another col- 
lege, the cash prize of $!00 to go to 
the poet himself.” 

The Method of Selection. 

The method af selection of the best 
poem to be as follows: All poems sub- 
mitted for the contest in any college 
to be examined by the professor of 
English literature in that college, he to 
select from them the best, which he 
will forward to me, as the poem which 
wil! represent his college in the con- 
test. These poems received by me wil! 
be submitted to a competént body of 
distinguished litterateurs, who will se- 
lect the ten or twelve best of them. 
In this way no poem will be submitted 
which is in any sense inferior or un- 
worthy. 

Mr. Jacobs’ Idea, 

In further explanation of the con- 
test. Mr. Jacobs says: 

“Perhaps the most important part 
of the plan is that part which con- 
templates the stimulation of interest

The library of southern literature 
now being isued by the publishers has 
already commenced the fulfillment of 
one promise—that to revive an inter- 
est in southern literature and poetry. 
The richness of our scholarship of the 
past and the south’s contribution to 
finally collected and pre- 
served, will prove the statement that, 
from a comparative standpoint, the 
students and scholars of the moment 
are lacking in appreciation of the art 
of poetry, while the generation is woe- 
fully lacking in the number and merit 
of poets.

National President of Farmers’ Union Declares Farmer 
Is Rousing to Importance of Managing His Own 
Affairs—Great Evolution Outlined. 


By Samuel W. Dibble. 

“Politicians have ridden into office 
by regiments and battalions in all 
the years of American history by feed- 
ing honey to the farmers in the form 
of such phrases as ‘The farmer is: the 
backbone of the nation,’ and ‘It is the 
horny-handed son of the plow that 


rules the country.’ 

“They did not know if at the time, 
but they are prophesying the coming 
of a day when this soft-soap, easily 
peddled, would actually describe the 
paramount position of the farmer in 
the greatest free government under the 
sun. 

“And that day is already at hand. I 
have had unusual opportunities for ob- 
servation in every state of the union. 
Sverywhere the tale is the same. The 
farmer is emerging, with marvelous 
quickness, from his subservience to 
tradition, his homage to unfair com- 
mercial conditions, to the point where 
he is the wide-awake, aggfessive arr 
biter of his own industrial and politi- 
cal destiny. 

“That is why the historian of the 
ffiture in analyzing the twentieth cen- 
tury, will select as its most notable 
development the evolution of the farm- 
er from a passive role to one of over- 
shadowing participation in every com- 
mercial, industrial and political de- 
partment of national activity. 

“The farmer is becoming daily more 
of a business man. He is thinking for 
himself, and no longer depending on 
the politicians to do it for him. He tis 
placing behind him the prejudice and 
ignorance that once hemmed him in 
as sO many walls. The significance 
of the development, is that the next 
fifty years will witness the most 
astounding material and intellectual 
growth, on part of the masses, in*the 
annals of the nation.” ‘ 

These striking summarizations are 
those of Charles S. Barrett, national 
president of the Farmers’ Union, with 
a membership throughout America ap- 
proaching nearly 3,000,000 bonafide 
farmers and farm workers. 

Mr. Barrett has just returned from 
a prolonged tour that took him 
straight through the Carolinas, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Tennessee, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas and into Texas. Attend- 
ing mass meetings and meetings of the 
executive officers of the order, held 
mainly for th epurpose of advancing 


tle of business, and in a way cared 
less. ' 
At the Mercy of Sharpers. 

“He was, therefore, at the mercy of 
every unscrupulous sharper and schem- 
er that realized the unlimited field of- 
fered by the rural population of this 
country. Suspicion has been oné of 
the attributes of the farmer, and the 
frequency with which he has been be- 
trayed in the past have given him 
grounds for suspicion. But this very 
attribute, while impending his prog- 
ress, also made it fatally easy to play 
upon his passions and his prejudices. 


“Isolation also did much. to place the 
farmer at disadvantage with other 
classes of Americans. It deprived 
him and his children of educational! 
facilities, and you will find that wner- 
ever people begin widely to réad, tney 
think, and where they think, then 
there is the beginning of really. inde- 
pendent action. 

The Ever-Present Demagogue. 

“Not least among the enemies of the 
farmer, in the south and the north, 
has been the demagogue, this seif- 
same politician whose chief stock in 
trade has been flattery to. the man be- 
hind the plow. His chier offense has 
been in advocating admirable tssues 
and reforms, but absolutely without 
sincerity. He has aiso beenh given. to 
betrayal of promises, so that It Is no 
wonder that the farmer is rousing to 
his hypocrisy. : 

“It is impossible to .estimate just 
what harm the two-by-four politician 
has done the farming classes,.in re- 
tarding proper soluteons or {important 
problems, and in arraying one’ element 
against another, in place of attempr- 
ing to so simplify. the average man’s 
conception of preeminent toptes. 

Enemies Within His own Ranks. 


“The farmer.has been impeded, too, 
in learning the importance of a busi- 
néss management of his own affairs, 
by people from within his own ranks, 
often affiliated with him in the same 
order, as, for instance, in the case ot 
the Farmers’ Union. . 

“In any farmers’ organization you 
must always look out for individuals 
who will retard the work of progress 
by creating dissension. These gentry 
are always criticising leaaers, though 
they go behind the fenee to do it. They 
will get hold ofya susceptible brother, 
and, taking advantage of his natural 
suspicions, tnstill doubt in his mind as 
to the honesty and capacity of the 
men who are trying to show him the

pressed itself as the most vivid con- 
clusion of his trip through the sec- 
tion. Reenforcing these observations, 
as his several years’ experience as ex- 
ecutive head of the greatest practical 
aggregation of farmers in history. So 
that when he points out so radical an 
evolution of attitude on part of sixty 
per cent of the nation’s population, the 
¢vent has a broad significance. 

Not Always a Business Man. 
“Through all the centuries of his- 
tory,” said President Barrett, “the 
farmer has been the provider for the 
human race. Not only has he fed and 
clothed the nations. He has been the 
support of factories and the horde of 
skilled and unskilled workers depen- 
dent on the activities of the latter. Ev- 
ery ship that crossed every sea, every 
camel-train in the desert, every freight 
and passenger train in the twentieth 
century have, in some measure, been 
dependent upon his own industry. 
“Despite these multitudinons activ- 
ities, no student of industry of econom- 
ics will say that the farmer has at 


any time in the history of civilization | 
reaped a just reward for his efforts, a 
reward commensurate with the preem- 
inent part he has played and now plays 
in the prosperity and advancement of 
all nations. 

“These assertions apply to the situa- 
tion in America in an tntensified form. 
The great American politician, from 
the revolution down to this good year 
of our Lord 1909, have not neglected 
to inform the farmer. that he is the 
‘backbone of the naxion.* 

“It is just now that that statement 
is becoming the unqualified truth. And 
the reason for it is that the farmer is 
developing also inte a business man, 
a stage it has taken him this .weary 
period to reach. 

Farmers Learning New Viewpoints. 

“IT have been fairly amazed at the 
rapid growth of this evolution by the 
last two years of my term as president 
of the Farmers’ Union, and my most re- 
cent tour through the south has im- 
pressed its meaning on me as never be-. 
fore in my experience. 

“Ten years ago, you could not have 
developed sufficient business instinct 
and interest in business among farm- 
ers to make possible the plan for fed- 
erating cotton warehouses, now being 
consummated in several cotton states. 


“The farmer of that day knew lit- 


members to their own selfish advan- 
tage. It is this variety of ‘jiner’ that 
whispers distrust in the ears of the 
doubters, telling them that their lead. 
ers are being paid too much, hinting 
at corruption and general efficiency. 

Working Farmer Through His Likes. 

“Another factor in the slow devetop- 
ment of the business mmnsttnct among 
farmers is the farmer's tendency to 
elect to leadership men who appeal to 
his personal liking, rather than those 
mentally and morally equipped for 
positions of high responsibility. So, 
even now it is extremely difficult to 
persuade farmers, in or outside of or- 
ganizations, to choose the right sort 
of men to head their business enter- 
prises and to fill their political of- 
fices. 

“They still prefer here and there 
to throw their support to the man with 
the most winning oratory, the hearti- 
est handctasp, the best knack for stir- 
ring their emotions. 

Logic Now, Inatead of Emotion. 

“But fundamental changes are com- 
ing over the- mental and moral view- 
points of the American farmer.

He is finding out the proper uses of 
politics, and he is seeing that he can- 
not believe everything politicians tel! 
or promise him. He ts tooking out, 
too, for unreliable leaders among his 
own people. 

“He is constantly perfecting himset!f 
in the art of managing his own enter- 
prises, of safeguarding his own inter- 
ests, being. his own master, in deed as 
well as word. And seeing that tre 
evolution affects more tnan half the 
population of America, it is about the 
most significant symptom in the. cur- 
rent life of the nation.’”’

Franklin, N. C., June 5.—(Special.)— 
Franklin, North Carolina! From one 
@xtreme to another I have gone the 
last few dayse—from the sea to the 
mountains—from south Georgta to. 
the mountains of North Carolina—to 
Franklin! I am up—not “up in the 
world,” but up the country. 

Need 3 tell where Franklin is? It is 
in the place the Almighty made for it. 
It is on a plateau just big enough for 
it when it has reached its maturity. 
It is at home. Franklin is as much 
a partsgof this mountain region as the 
mountain themselvés are. Its place 
was made for it just as the Little Ten- 
nessee river's place was made for it. 
The Almighty made this plateau for 
Franklin to rest on, just as He made 
these gulches and gorges for the. Lit- 
tle Tennessee to run in. 

Take Franklin away, and the “face 
of the country” would be sadly dis- 
figured, just as it would be if that 
mountain over there was taken away. 
“ Without Franklin, this beautiful moun- 
tain region would be a deformed crip- 
ple, unable to get about. 

Franklin is one of the gems in a 
ring of sapphire sets. A picture of a 
city with a background of mountains 
is pretty, but a picture of mountains 
with a city among them is even more 
beautiful. Both of these pictures are 
here. 

Franklin is a city set upon a hitl 
that was for a long time hid. The 
railroad, after that long time, came, 
and the world discovered Franklin 
and was pleased with it. It was just 
a year or two ago when the railroad 
arrived here after a long struggle down 
there in the mountains, and when it 
arrived it stopped right here, not to 
rest, not because it could not go on— 
for a railroad that could come through 
the mountains to Franklin could go 
away through the mountains-—bdut it 
stopped here because it had reached 
its destination—because Franklin was 
good enough for a railroad to build to 
and to stop at. 

130 Miles from Atlanta. 

The town is 130 miles from Atlargta, 
and “nowhere” from the sky. It is at 
the end of the Tallulah Falls railroad 
and near the head of the Little Ten- 
nessee river. It is in the “land of the 
sky” and sometimes in the sky. It 
has become a summer resort. Whether 
it is an attractive one, ask anyone who 
has been here. Whether it is an at- 
tractive summer resort, you may de- 
termine by looking at the picture here. 
Here is the town scattered about in 
these hills. Its main business street 
runs away at both ends as if it would 
finally end over yonder in the moun- 
tains. Franklin itself is 2,200 feet in 
altitude. Only three *miles away is 
a mountain 3,700 feet in altitude. In 
Macon county, the county of which 
Franklin is the capital, there are sev- 
enteen mountains fhat rear their heads 
5.000 feet or more. Two of these, Wine 
Spring Bald and Standing Indian, have 
an altitude of 5,500 feet. There are 
in the county twenty-seven peaks with 
altitudes from 4,000 to 5,000 feet, and 
forty-four peaks that are over 4,000 
feet. On any high point ia Franklin 
any citizen of the town can point out 
to the sightseer almost every one of 
these high peaks, and out on Tremont 
peak, three miles away, where one has 
as maginfiicent view of mountain 
scenery as there is east of the Rockies, | 
one may see all these great mountains. 

Over there in plain view is. the 
Wayah Bald, 5,400 feet: Little Bald, 
5,000 feet; Black Bald, 5,100 feet, and 
@ dozen other “balds.” Pickens Nose 
is nearly 5,000 feet. Then there is Hog- 
back, Irishhawk,. Turkey Knob, Wild 
Cat and so many more! And there is 
Whiteside with ag escarpment of per- 
pendicular rock 1,800 feet high. So 
whether you are in Franklin or out 
there in the mountains, the scenery is 
as picturesque and inspiring as any in 
the Allegheny range. 

Wonderful Resources. 

But the business man who comes to 
Franklin to rest will find a pleasing 
and profitable diversion in an investi- 
gation of the resources of Macon coun- 
ty. As I have said, Franklin was, be- 
fore the railroad came, a city on a 
hill hid from the world, and without 
@ railroad it was not worth while to | 
Saw these trees into lumber, for it 
would not have been profitable to haul 
lumber twenty miles over a mountain 
road toa railroad. Without a railroad, 
the people did not go out into these 
mountains and down in them to as- 
certain what was there. 

But the railroad came. Then there 
Was only one mita mine in Macon 
county; today there “ge in the county 
twenty-four of these mica mines, and 
in another year it is estimated that 
the number will be doubled. I am told 
that in the country there are three 


hundred of these mines now that are 
not in operation. I learn also that 
less than one-sixteenth of the mica 
used in this country is mined in this 
county. So it may be readily seen 
whether the mica miner finds a ready 
market at home. In a conversation 
with a mining engineer of New York, 
who spends his time in Macon county, 
I was told by him that in three count 
ties here, including Macon county, 
there is enough mica to supply the 
United Staates one hundred years. 

But here is where this tariff busi- 
ness comes home to the people. The 
mica miner wants a tariff on mica; the 
consumer wants no tariff on it. And it 
seems as if the mica miners must, of 
necessity, have his way about it, for 
the mica imported comes from India, 
where the natives work on a wage of 
6 cents a day, and certainly the mica 
miner of the United States can not 
compete in price with the India miner. 

Mica is in the schedules of the tar- 
iff bill with which congress continues 
to entertain itself and as the domi- 
nmant political party seems disposed to 
put a tax, and a high one, on every- 
thing, it will, no dowbt, include mica 
in the lists. If it does, e business 
of mining mica in North Carolina, par- 
ticularly in Macon county, where it is 
so abundant and practically untouch- 
‘ed yet, will revolutionize things in this 
section of country, and, as one promi- 
nent foreign capitalist said to me here, 
“Franklin three years from now, will 
not recognize itself.” 

. High Grade Mica. 

The mica mined here is high-grade 
stuff. White mica, or muscovite mi- 
ca, is found here. I saw pieces of 
this muscovite mica that measured in 
inches 11 by 13. Well, mica 8 by 10 
is worth $16.50 per pound, I am told. 
One mica man here showed me writ- 
ten orders, one that added up $19,123.50 
and one $33,600, and they called fOr 
this high-class muscovite mica. — 

But/ now there (are factories that 
take the waste mica and make it valu- 
able. There are here now thousands 
of tons of this waste mica, and the 
quantity increases as the mining of it 
continues. Heretofore, waste mica

ing snowfalls in theaters and plays 
on the stage generally.

now in converting this waste mica 
into “mica board,” which is worth $2 
per pound. Hence, waste mica now 
has a value, and the business of min- 
ing mica has become more profitable. 

I am told that without mica every 
electric light would cease to shine and 
every wheel turrfed by electricity 
would never turn again. That would 
be so because only mica is used 
can be used in insulating. 

And so it is, if congress puts on 
mica a tariff sufficiently high and i’ 
there is enough mica in Macon county 
and two other North ‘Carolina counties 
to supply the United States for years 
to come, mica mining in these coun- 
tise will be one great industry. 

Golden Nuggets. 


But in these mountains in Macon 
county is found the thing we are all 
after—gold. Even my eyes, which are 
strangers to this shining metal in any 
of its forms, can detect the golden 
nuggets in the samples of ore on ex- 
hibition here and which were found 
in Macon county’s mountains. The 
Homestakes gold mine in South Dako- 
ta has paid larger dividends than any 
other gold mine in the world, I am 
told, yet the ore it handles runs only 
$4 a ton. The specimens from Macon 
county assay thousands of dollars to 
the ton. 

The silver ore found here promises 
large profits. Specimens on exhibt- 
tion in the office of Mr. L. Roberts, 
mining engineer, are apparently equal 
in value to best ore of the leading 
mines of the country. Located just 
across the Macon county line, 17 miles 
from Franklin, is a new $3,000,000 con- 
cern that is going into the mining of 
the metal, nickel principally, and sil- 
ver and copper and liead incidentally. 
Precious Gems, 
You see, after the railroad got here 
about a year and a half ago, these peo- 
ple began to look about them to @gs- 
certain what the good Lord had given 
them. I have met two or three citi- 
zens here who, in passing through 
these mountains, picked up such 
precious gems as lay exposed to view. 

One man took from his pockets a 
box full of these gems—to the number 
of a hundred or more. I am afraid to 
estimate the value of his stock of un- 
cut stones. In it were rhodolites, 
sapphires, rubies, amethysts, garnets 
and beryls—the last named in every 
shade, the yellow beryl, the blue beryl, 
the aqua marine or pure white and 
the golden beryl, the prettiest and 
most veluable of ail, 

Dr. Frank Smith, druggist, one of 
the enterprising men of Franklin, car- 
ries in stock for sale and exhibition a 
number of every kind of these gems, 
cut and ready for setting. 

The mining of these gems will be 
one of the profitable industries of 
Macon county. 

Vast Beds of Kaolin. 

There are in this county vast beds 
of kaolin, a white clay used in the 
manufacture of pottery and crockery: 
I saw samples, whiter than these bowls 
and pitchers in these hotels, which are 
made of the stuff. I believe that the 
citizens here and the foreign experts 
who aré here agree that, now the 
county has transportation facilities, 
thre mining of kaolin will be a profit- 
able business. ‘

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BIRD’S-EYE VIEW OF FRANKLIN. 


City, Ga.,.the Ocmulgee River Lumber

There is another small river here 
with an Indian name that cannot be 
spelled (by me). This Indian-name 
river starts over yonder in the moun- 
tains, somewhere, and in a distance of 
20 miles has a fall of 1,500 feet.

Davos Platz, June 5.—(Special.)—The 
trial was concluded here of First 
Lieutenant Bartumek, an officer be- 
longing to the Hungarian infantry 
regiment quartered at Gran, in Hun- 
gary, who was charged with the man- 
slaughter of M. Jules Mulder at Davos 
on April last. The accused was 
found guilty, with extenuating circum- 
Stances, and was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment. 

M. Jules Mulder was a composer re- 
siding in London, and was shot on 
April 16 here by Lieutenant Bartumek, 
who was spending the winter here on 
sick leave. M. Mulder, who was a 
Dutch subject, and had been living in 
London for the last twenty years, ar- 
rived at Davos on March 10 on a visit 
to his wife, and both he and Madame 
Mulder intended leaving on the after- 
noon of March 16. On that day they 
had iuncheon at a side table in the 
dining room of their pension, while 
Lieutenant Bartumek, who was stay- 
ing in the house, had his meal at the 
principal table. During luncheon M. 
Mulder thought he saw the Hungarian 
officer looking at his wife in an of- 
fensive manner, and, losing his tem- 
per, he spoke to him in insulting 
terms.

And alas! the boy, though probably 
chastened for the day, resumed his 
.beating om the morrow.

are deemed an extravagance by § the 
companies. 

Naturally only a small per cent of 
the cabbies practice such fiendish bru- 
talities. Many ®of them, realizing how 
insufficiently fed their horses are, 
spend 30 cente a day out of their own 
earnings for extra supplies of oats. This 
kindness is undoubtedly’ tinctured with 
the knowledge that it is a good busi- 
ness investment, but that is not to the 
point. ’ 

To a certain extent public opinion 
restrains excessive cruelty on the 
streets. but within the stables it is 
powerless. There horses are packed in 
so tightly that there is not an arm's 
breadth between them. The ground is 
strewn with rotting. peat, peat ° being 
cheaper than straw. In one corner is a 
trough filled with filthy, stagnant wa- 
ter.

aré fed, the othere are at the mercy of 
the groofs, who sometimes throw them 
bits of refuse. When tie time for feed- 
ing comes, the neighing of the antmals 
is so deafening Ahat people living in the 
neighborhood complain. 

Countess Pin de la Gueriviere, the ti- 
tled woman ‘who became @ cabby, 
thereby winning much newspaper no- 
toriety, says that when a certain M. 
Bixio was president of the board of 
directors of one of the largest compa-~ 
experiments were made which 
have few equals in the annals of re- 
fined torture. An old horse was shut 
in a paddock and fed with a mixture 
of wood shaving chemically reduced to 
a paste. The animal was forced to cir- 
cle rdund the paddock for hours weigh- 
ea down with a special harness which 
registered the digestive process. The | 
idea was to see how far the nourish- 
ing element of the feed could be sup- 
pressed without killing the animal or 
producing serious inflammation. The 
countess does not say whether the 
wood shaving diet was ever adopted. 
Probablg the company concluded that 
after all horses fed on hay and oats 
produced a better average of work. 

An incident reported some time ago 
in the papers shows to what an ex- 
tent thfs undertaking ls carried. A 
horse fell in one of the thoroughfares 
and r¢fused ‘to miove even under the re- 
peated lash of the cabby’s whip. A 
crowd gathered round. One quick-wit- 
ted bystandér hurried to a store near- 
by and returned with a measure of 
oats. The spent animal devoured it 
eagerly and, strengthened, went on its 
way. Inanitton was the only reason 
for this collapse. 

All of the 15,000 cabs (most of them 
taximeters) are owned either by big 
companies presided over by a board 
of directors or by “petits loueurs” 
(small proprietors). The largest com- 
pany, the Compagnie Generale, has 
over 5,000 cabs and three times as 
many horses in its twenty stables scat- 
tered all over the city. The “petits 
loueurs” seldom dispose 6f more than 
50 or’ 100 cabs. The cocher must put 
down $f0 before he is received into 
any company, big or little. These en- 
trance “dues” are supposed to cover 
certain expensés that the company is 
put to—the traditional boiled leather 
hat which all cabbies must wear, the 
lap robe,‘etc., and a certain sum is 
kept in cdse the novice infringes some 
law and his company owner must 
stand the legal costs. As a matter of 
fact, these chargés are estimated much 
higher than they really are. Each time 
he changes companies he must pay 
this initial fee and none of it is ever: 
refunded. 

His stay depends largely on the good, 
will of the chef de depot, who is the 
intermediary between the cabby and 
the company owner. Many astute cab- 
bies make friends with this formidable 
personage, but this friendship costs 
them ‘dear, méaning constant tips. Ip 
addition, there are.many ather obliga- 
tory tips, such as fees to the groom

and September, and drop to 80 cents 
during August, November and Decem- 
ber. 

For nine years Mrs. Anna Conover, 
formerly of New York, has been work- 
ing, not only unaided, but actually im- 
peded by racial jealousy, to help the 
cabbies, for she has been the first to 
realize the essentiel fact, that the 
men’s condition must be bettered be- 
fore anything can be done for the 
horses. If there is any general im- 
provement to be noticed in the treat- 
ment of animais in Paris it is due to 
Mrs. Conover's unflagging efforts. She 
has made herseM a factor to be reck- 
oned with in their sordid lives, has 
visited their overworked wives, formed 
leagues with a view to inculcating a 
love for animals among their children, 
has furnished medicthe for wunded 


cabbies and their suffering horses, and, 


what is perhaps most unreservedly ap- 
preciated, gives a big Christmas tree 
and dinner to members of the Frater- 
nal Union, whose honorary president 
she is. 

Mrs. Conover found long ago that 
the government's interest in her work 
was limited to courteous expressions 
of approval, but was of little practical 
value. But now M. Millevoye, one of 
the deputies from Paris, has promised 
Mrs. Conover more substantial support 
than mere expressions of approval. 
During this winter's session of the 
chamber he will lay before the cham- 
ber the project of a home for cabbies 
and will strongly urge the appropria- 
tion of governmental funds for its 
erection and maintenance. M. Mille- 
voye also called a reunion of several 
thousand cochersa and explained the 
steps that were being taken for their 
betterment. Needless to say, his words 
were enthusiactisally received. Just 
when the cabbies will enjoy the fruits 
of state solicitude is another matter— 
a matter of some skepticism to those 
who know the delays of French ad- 
minfstration. 

Mrs. Conover has also been working 
On another scheme which would have 
even more practical value in the cab- 
by’s life. She hopes that in time read- 
ing rooms with a dispensary annex 
could be established in the populous 
Villette district where most of the 
cochers live. There the men could have 
access of all manner of literature re- 
lating to the care of horses (the cab- 
bies, who for the most part are city 
bred men, know the streets of Paris, 
but are woefully ignorant about horses 
and their proper treatment). Lectures 
could be given by veterinary surgeons. 
Later on, when the enterprise was 
more firmly on its feet, club rooms 
might be added where cochers’ wives 
and children could come for recreation 
and a moderate priced restaurant 
might be opened. In fact, the institu- 
tion would be patterned somewhat af- 
ter the People's Palace in the White- 
chapel district of London. .

Seoul, 1909.—(Special Correspond- 
@nce.)—There is a big mining move- 
ment going on In Korea. Prospectors 
are finding minerals in every part of 
the peninsula, and concessions for gold, 
copper, graphite and iron are being 
Stanted by the government under the 
new mining laws. The long suit of the 
Collbran Bostwick Development Com- 
P@eny regarding its concession for the 
Kapsan copper mine, which was set- 
tled last year, has so changed the mia- 
ing regulations that foreigners can 
mow get clear titles, and they are rapid- 
ly taking advantage of this. A num- 
ber of the new mines are now working, 
and the prospects for a broad mineral 
development are ‘bright. 

Korea's Big Gold Deposits. 

Indeed Korea may develop into a 
sécond California. There is no doubt 
Dut that there is gold in many parts 
of the peninsula. The people have been 
mining it in a nude way for many gen- 
erations. They have been washing it 
Gut of the streams. During my visit 
to the country twenty years ago, the 
merchants showed me goose-quills 
filed with gold dust, and during my 
stay in Seoul in 1894, Thomas W. Pow- 
er, the electrician from Washington, 
who put up the first sight plant in 
Seoul, told me how he had gotten a 
soap box filled with over $47,000 worth 
of gold dust and nuggets in payment 
of one imstailment due for his work. 

The way it happened was this: Mr. 
Power contracted with the emperor, 
but all payments were made through 
the officials, who were very corrupt, 
and who thought they should have a 
rake-off from all moneys which went 
out of the royal treasury. Mr. Power 
had gotten his electric light plant run- 
ning, and the Koreans were operating 
it. They thought they had all: they 
eguld get and concluded to let this 
yOunge American whistle for his money 


wuptil he gave a big bribe. The young 
American, however, realized that a 
Majesty was in deadly fear of assassi- 
nation, and that he would go crazy if 
he had to spendall night in the dark.; 
Im order to bring: matters to a crisis, | 
Mr. Power went back to the plant, and 
by the disconnection of a screw ar- 
ranged it so that it would run per- 
fectly without giving light. About 
Jusk that evening there was a great ex- 
citement at the palace. The buttons 
were turned, but the globes would not 
burn. As it grew darker the emperor 
sént his messengers to Mr. Power to 
ask what was the matter. He *replied 
that he had not had his money, and 
that the spirits who ran the lI.ght plant 
would not work until he was paid. His 
Majesty thereupon asked why the 
money had not been sent and told the 
corrupt officials that if it was not de- 
livered at once their heads would go 
off. The result was the soap box of 
gold dust. 

Mr. Power told me that the gold was 
fm grains and in nuggets and he de- 
scribed how General Clarence Great- 
house, the American adviser to the 
king, who had had some mining ex- 
perience in California, went almost 
crazy as he bent down and laved his 
bands in it. Some of tne nuggets 
were flat, showing that they had no: 
gone far from the mother lode, and 
one was as big as the palm of your 
hand. The gold was sent to the mint 
at Osaka. It netted in the neighbor- 
hood of $50,000, and Power handed 
back the balance after he had taken 
out the $47,000 due him. I neglected 
to say that as soon as he got the gold, 
the spirits of electricity began to 
work and that they are still taboring 
for his majesty today. 

America’s Big Gold Mines. 
I have an idea that it was General

How Leigh Hunt and Company Made 

Millions. 

The men who got the concession 
for this mine made practically noth- 
ing out of it. I believe it was first 
taken up by James R. Morse and that 
Leigh Hunt was made a member of 
the company. The region in which it 
lies had been worked in a rude way 
by the Koreans for centuries. Their 
method of mining was to build a fire 
on a ledge and heat the rock. They 
would then throw on water and thus 
crack the quartz, digging it out with 
rude picks. After that they crushed 
ore by laying it on flat stones beneath 
heavy, round granite boulders which 
they rocked back and forth by handles 
tied to the boulders. They also ac- 
quired a great deal of gold by placer 
mining. 

When Morse and Hunt sent their en- 
gineers to eXamine the property they 
reported that it contained gold, but 
that: it was of: a very low grade and 
that it would not run more than §7 or 
$8 per ton. They also said that it 
would take ten Korean miners to do 
as much work as one average Amer- 
ican, and that they would have to pay 
25 cents per day at the atart with a 
probable rise of 50 cents in the near 
future; and that on the whole the work 
would not pay. Upon this report, I am 
told, (Morse refused to spend more 
money on the concession and that 
Leigh Hunt, upon a buy or sell propo- 
sition, secured a full title and right to 
the mine for less than $30,000. At that 
time Leigh Hunt had no money to 
speak of, but he went to America to 
Make the arrangements. He per- 
Suaded the Union Iron Works, of San 
Francisco, to sell him a twenty-stamp 
mill on tick, and interested J. Sloat

| Fassett, of New York, and the Crock- 


ers, of San Francisco, in the undertak- 
ing. He got enough money to pay for 
the concession and to start work in a 
moderate way. He brought his Ifttle 
mill out here and carried it into the 
country upon the backs of bulls and 
porters and by means of bull carts. 
He set it up at Chittabalbie on one part 
of his concession and began to work. 
Rich ore was alrhost immediately de- 
veloped and in a short time enough 
gold had been taken out to pay all ex- 
penses and put the company on easy 
street. As a result, all of the partners 
in the business have made millions, 
and they still own a concession of very 
rich territory, covering an area which 
is 25 miles wide and upon which they 
have the exclusive rights to all min- 
erals until 1954. After’ opening the 
mine, Mr. Hunt staved some time in 
Korea to operate it, but it is now many 
years since he left here for Egypt 
where he owns a great plantation on 
the Nile not far from Khartoum and 
is raising American cotton.

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mines, it is low. It does not come up 
on the average to the estimate of the 
engineers upon which Morse. turned 
the mine down. Its average value is 
not much more than $6 a ton, although 
in some places $50 ore has been found. 
The Koreans, however, have proved far 
less costly as miners than was sup- 
posed, and the work of two of them 
is equal to that of one of our men. 
At the same time they receive only 25 
cents a day of ten hours, which would 


miner, according to his work if the 
same rates were émployed. The Jap- 
anese workmen are paid $1 a day and 
the 600 Chinese receive 30 cents. The 

75 Americans are paid about §5 a day 
each, with house rent and board. The 
company now has five large mines on 
its concession and over 200 stamps. It 
has a cyanide plant, and it is treating 
altogether, on the dverage, about 1,000 
tons of ore daily. The net profit is 
$1.85 a ton, so that the mines are mak- 
ing from their quartz works alone 
$1,850 a ton of clear money a day.

round and you have some idea of the 
profits of this big Amertcan property 
away out here on the opposite side of 
the globe.

Altogether, 
the total export of -~old from this 
country is about $2,260,000 a year, and 
and about $1,000,000 or more of this 
comes from mines and placers outside 
the Oriental Consolidated Company 
above mentioned.

A. R. Weigall, a well-known mining 
engineer in the employ of the ColJbrar 
and Bostwick Development Company.

This mine was discovered by an Eng- 
lishman, who took Mr. Collbran in as 
@ partner. He got up a combination, 
including the Mitsuis of Japan. They 
sent engineers to investigate it, who re- 
ported against it, and so the Mitsuls 
dropped out. Then the Englishman gave 
up, and Colibran and Bostwick. organ- 
ized a new company in Seoul, on a 
Capitalization of $500,000. It will not 
take more than $300,000 to develop the 
property, and it promises to be one of 
the most valuable mines in Korea.” 

- The Chicksan Gold Mines. 

“Are there any other gold mines now 
being worked?’ 

**Yes,’’ replied Mr. Weigall, “and 
there are several which promise to pa) 
much more in the future. One of these 
is the Chicksan mine, which lies forty- 
five miles south of Seoul, not far from 
the sea. That mine has large quanti- 
ties of low-grade ore, and it can be 
worked at a profit, if On a large scale, 
at as low as $2 per ton. The ore con- 
tains seven or eight dollars per ton, and 
it is better on the average than the 
ore of the Oriental Consolidated. The 
country is gfranite, and the lodes are of 
quartz and of great size. This mine 
was originally granted to the Japan- 
ese, but they gave it over to a/young 
American, named Deshier, a atepson of 
the late Governor Nash.

There are scores of brass stores 
in the city of Seoul, and copper has 


A large part of the native ore of this 
kind has come from the mines of the 
emperor, and the most from the Kap- 
san mines, which are situated in north- 
ern Korea, and which fiave been fought 
over in the courts for the past four 
years, and settled only last June, i}: 
favor of the American claimants. These 
mines now belong to Collbran & Bost- 
wick, and they promise to produce «a 
great amount of valuable ore.

The ore runs, on the 
average, about 10 er cent copper, 
which is far higher than that of other 
copper mines, The concession Is 20 
miles long and 13 miles wide, and there 
is copper all over it.” 

“How did the Americans get this 
mine, Mr. Wetgal?’ 

“It originally belong to the king, and 
it was one of his principal properties.

Health Officers of United States 

~ Demand Changes in Method 
- of Shipment — Congress Is 
Asked to Regulate — Rats 
and Disease. — 


“Washington, June 5.—That danger 
jurks in the transportation of those 
who have died from tnfectious dis- 
‘@ases was made evident at today’s 
session of the twenty-fourth annual 
meeting of the conference of state 
and provincial-boards of health of 


North America. 

The committee appointed to report 
on the subject found fault with the 
present system of shipping bodies 
from one sta.e into another, and rec- 
ommended ‘nat greater care should, 
in the fut’.re, be exercised in this re- 
gurd through the appreciation of 
measures which would secure better 
preparation and the casing of bodies 
preparatory to shipment. 

Nevessity for Proposed Changes. 

The necessity for the proposed 
changes in the present regulations 
atioptead twelve years was pointed 
rut by the fact that since that time 
many changes have occurred in the 
“methods of health administration in 
States, provinces and cities; that 
closer supervision of all avenues of 
infection has developed, while at the 
same timé the demana for. shipment 
of dead bodies has multiplfed very 
materially. . It also was Known that 
the methods of preparing the dead, 
the construction of coffins and cask- 
ets and methods of shipment have 
undergone marked changes. 

An amendment i offered by Dr. 
Woodward, health officer of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, declaring that the 
interstate shipment of dead bodies is 
a matter within the control of the 
federal government, and should be 
regulated by congress, was adopted. 

Rats and Disease. ; 

Because of the established ‘fact that 
a committee 
Was appointed to devise means of ex- 
terminating them. Especial attention 
Was given to schools, and a report 
was adopted recommending that in- 
®snections be had once a year in or- 
der to ascertain causes of defective 
sight or hearing. 

The establishment by congress of 
a hospital within the Hmits of con- 
tinental United States for the care 
and treament of lepers and the study 
of that disease was urged in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the conference. The 
resolution contemplates a hospital 
under the control of public health and 
marine hospital ‘service and provision 
for the treatment in that hospital, 
either at fsheir own expense or the 
expense of the several states, of pa- 
tients coming under the care of the 
states. ' 

Leprosy Has Developed. 

According to the preamble, leprosy 
has developed among <Amertcan sg0]- 
diers in the. Philippines and Cuba, 
and additional cases are “liable” by 
reason of such service tn Porto Rica 
and the canal zone. 

Following the election of Drs. Jo- 
seph Y. Porter, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
president of the state boara of health, 
and Charies A.. Hodgetts, of Toronto, 
Can., as president and vice president, 
respectively, the convention adjourn- 
ed to meet again next year, the place 
and date yet to be decided upon. Dr. 
H. B. Bracken; of Minneapotis, Minn, 
Was again chosen secretary. 

Surgeon General Wyman, of 
public health and martne 
service, made an address on the 
“Present Status of National Legisla- 
tion Relating to Public Health.”

Dineen attached his official approval 
today to the bill which provides a ref- 
erendum on all bond issues in cities, 
Villages and incorporated towns.

cause she was a girl, stood still.

er, who is ‘slowly finding his way out 
into civilization. A way must be pro- 
vided for her, if she is expected to be 
not only a help-mate but the home- 
maker, and through the two-fold re- 
sponsibility do her part of helping on 
her people. A generation of enlightened 
mothers would do more toward initi- 
ating a spirit of progress among these 
mountain péople than any medium, and 
thé Georgia club women, in establish- 
ing a student aid fund for mountain 
girls, have taken an important step in 
this direction. 
Pertinent Questions. {

school and the neighborhood, of the 
presencé of better trained mothers, sis- 
ters and helpers?” . they ask.

By the weaving of counterpanes for 
three years, the eldest daughter, tn a 
typical mountain family, was enabled 
to obtain a training which carried with 
M the mission spirit, and leaving the 
school she returned home to teach the 
mountain community tn which she was 
born. Her two elder brothers and one 
sister she sent to school; the younger 
ones she has taught herself, and 
through her the home has evolved 
fr6émm the typical mountain cabin into 
an improved mountain home.

‘There are about 207 people at the 
workhouse. Some of them work the 
city streets, some work on the farm, 
some in the rock quarry and others 
around the buildings, each person do- 
ing what he or she is best. suited for 
and best capable of doing. Less than 
half of the prisoners are shackled, and 
these because they are of the more 
desperate class or unknown to the 
officials. There is @ whipping boss 
and a machine called the bucking ma- 
chine, where the prisoners are whipped 
when they become unruly or refuse to 
Work or obey orders. No ptisorier has 
been stripped for a flogging in about 
a year. 

“The building is well built and 
equipped, being constructed of con- 
crete.

He claimed 
that the stockade officials were cruel 
and heartless and that they beat the 
prisoners unmercifully. He said the 
bucking machine was 4 devilish device 
containing a box-like arrangement, in- 
closing the body and turning on a 
pivot, leaving the legs exposed so that 
the leather strap might strike them 
as the machine revolved. 

He charged that the bunks of the 
men were filthy; that the mattresses 
were changed only about once every 
three <r four months. And he claim- 
ed tha: the food was poor and con- 
tained little nourishment and that it 
was prepared in a filthy manner. 

Will F. Nelson, the well-knowm pho- 
tographer, visited the stockade for the 
purpose of taking pictures for Mr.

A MODERN NEGLECTED PLAGUE. 


When some one asked Horace Greeley the secret of success in any funda- 
menta] reform movement, he answered: “Repetition, repetition, repetition.” 
It appears the axiom will hold good with regard to hookworm disease, 
prevalent throughout certain rural districts in the south, and concerning 
which The Constitution, other southern papers and health authorities gen- 
erally have made determined remedial efforts in the last few years. 

The subject again came to attention recently, at the conference in 
Washington between state and municipal health authorities and representa- 
tives cf the United States public health and marine hospital service. 

Dr. Charles Wardell Stiles, of the marine hospital service, who has made | 
prolonged and extensive investigations of the disease in infected southern 
districts, declared that 27 per cent of children in certain rural territory were 
afflicted in so malignant a form that the microscope was not necessary to 
the malady’s detection. 

He favored campaigns of education, conducted by the states with federal 
tending to teach people the blasting effects of the disease and 
easy cure. These campaigns would also comprehend instruc- 
doctors in means for diagnosing hookworm infection and 


cooperation, 


tion of country 
combatting it. 
For several years the state board of health of Georgia, headed by Dr. 
H. F. Harris, has made a determined effort to rouse the people of the state 
to the disastrous prevalence of this affection and the simple means essential 
to its eradication. 

Numberless illustrated bulletins have been issued, and the board has al- 
ways held itself in readiness to cooperate with local authorities ,and country 
physicians in measures looking toward amelioration. 

The disease is referable almost exclusively to soil pollution. From such 
accumulations on the highways and around dwellings in districts where san- 
itary regulations are of a haphazard nature, the. disease mainly takes its 
rise. It is propagated by a small, thread-like worm that bores its way into 
the feet of boys and ‘adults with the unshod habit, rapidly finding its way 
into the general circulation and finally lodging in the intestines. The lat- 
ter become its permanent abiding place, from whence for a series of years 
it feeds on the vitahty of the victim, stunting growth, producing anemia and 
listlessness and heightening the susceptibility to other afflictions. 

A single dose, perhaps two, of thymol provides a specific, while recur- 
rence is forestalled by the systematic wearing of shoes and, above all else, by 
stringent enforcement of laws against soil pollution. : 

It is estimated on competent authority that this modern neglected sina 
costs Georgia several millions of dollars annually, producing ravages greater 
than tuberculosis and typhoid fever combined. 

Bearing in mind the elemental manner of eradfcation, this unromantic 
but highly vital subject appears to offer material for _ubstantial service to 
enterprising legislators during the approaching session. 
> 


‘AN INDORSEMENT OF PLAYGROUNDS. 


Atlantans who recognize the recreative and hygienic value of summer 
playgrounds for the school children of the city will find gratification in the 
action whereby the finance committee of council makes provision in the 
June apportionment sheet for the maintenance of this project for the current 
season. 

In the universal pinch of the public purse, there had been some mis- 
giving lest the pruning knife should fall\on this municipal adjunct but re- 
cently added to the health-making facilities enjoyed by Atlanta. 
| - The fact that the Committee so cut its cloth as to make a $500 appropri- 
ation for the playgrounds movement is evidence of the firm hold the idea 
has taken on the minds of the people-at-large. 

‘Any competent physician «will gladly testify to the almost inestimable 
worth of a plan that throughout the summer affords large and small children 
regular opportunity for relaxation and exercise in the open air. 

The playgrounds opened last summer could hardly accommodate the 
hosts of children that systematically took advantage of them. 

What doctors’ bills they saved, how salutarily they affected the receptive 
and productive capacity of the average child during the school and work 
terms, may be only remotely conjectured. 

Incidentally, the success of the playgrounds movement and of the project 
for regular nredieal examination of schoo} children is most infallible evidence 
of the responsive status of public sentiment in Atlanta.

The epeaker attributed many of these practices to the. quick upgrowth 
of enormous fortunes, placed in the hands of men with no knowledge of 
the ethics or the obligations of large wealth. He might also; with logic, 
have outlined demagoguery as one of the leading reasons for these condi- 
tions; the practice of madly scrambling fon disbursements from the public 
treasury, with no: pecteaiay, .fegard to their practicability from a national 
standpoint. 

Consciously or not,‘ Mr. Hill bas in his plea for readjustment outlined’ 
the characteristic and fundamental doctrines’ of a genuine democracy. 
Whether or not there is hope of their materialization: at the hands of the 
party at present in power is an seed different question. 
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ZEPPELIN AND ENGLAND’ S “NERVES. > 


Reeling off several hundred’ miles in a straight course in his monster 
dirigible balloon the other day, Count Zeppelin has done’ something other 
than to startle the civilized world; he has, as well, intensified the feeling 
of alarm, groundless or otherwise, which has been prevailing in England for 
the” past. year regarding the steady political encroachments of the German 
empire. 

Had the Getetan. aorenavt so. desired, he could, in his a Seah breaking 
jaunt through the air, have hovered for several hours, over London and 
dropped as much dynamite on the capital of the British Isles as the carry- 
ing capacity of his car .permitted. 

It is the. naval] phase, however, that is. affording Great Britain chief 
cause for alarm. The press of London—that is, the “yellower” contingent— 
is declaiming in a manner quite unreminiscent of the proverbial British 
stolidity, and the provincial papers are taking up the refrain of panic. 

How Germany views the value of Zeppelin’s feat is best told in the lan- 
guage of a naval officer of that country, presumably of high rank. Discuss-

two countries, he is reported to have said: 


. I do not hesitate to express the opinion that the Zeppelin IJ. can 
sink every battleship that floats. England's sea power must be marked 
down while Germany is the solitary possessor of dirtgibles of such an 
extended cruising range. ‘This airship can descend over a fleet in the 
dead of night and perio explosives on deck, or she can sail above the 
clouds by day and perform the same work of destruction. The battle- 
ship is exactly in the Deaition of the hare trying to escape the hawk on 
wing overhead, following its every movement and waiting for the 
moment to strike. Of course, the battleship may yet find a gun pitched 
to bring down an airship, but that gun still has to be put on a ship, 
and then a dirfgible is asmall target and may be struck, as experiments 
have shown, many times without serious damage. I ‘predict today's 
flight will make’a deeper impression in England than in Germany. At 
any rate, Zeppelin’s: success > oy rapide be counted on to ease England's 
bad case of nerves. 


While the objections this oe officer has pointed out, as well-as 
those that will suggest themselves to the person of average intelligence, will 
operate to forestall anything resembling an immediate case of world-stage- 
fright, the demonstration of Zeppelin affords material for sinister specu- 
lation. 

The doughtiest “Dreadnought” afloat has no defense ugainst an enemy 

whose element is the air. The latest achievement of the German aeronaut 
brings uncomfortably near, or comfortably fear, as you please, the spectacle 
of world-strife brought to-an end by the wholesale destructive power of en- 
sines designed by men. For what-is now Germany’s advantage, cannot long 
remain confined to that country. The triumph that has set civilization talk- 
ing will exert a wonderfully stimulating effect on similar experiments by 
évery government now figuring at all in international counsels. So that it 
remains only a question of a short time before we are faced at least with 
the possibility of the transference of the mad scramble in naval building 
from the sea to the air. When that period dawns, war will become so uni- 
versally murderous that it will die of its own horrors. 
Meanwhile, the immediate effect is visited upon England, a pation that 
has long viewed the insidous advance of thé kaiser with misgiving. There 
is much or the opera bouffe element. in the mingled gloom and hysteria alter- 
nately gripping the present “mistress of the seas;” but the achievement of 
Count Zeppelin, spectacular though it be, introduces a factor of realism that 
may not be ignored. 
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BAILEY TO REMAIN IN SENATE. 


Senator Bailey, of Texas, has made emphatic denial of the report that 
he would seek the office of governor of that state as a “vindication.” 

It is evident that Senator Bailey regards as amply sufficient and con- 
clusive the vindication he received at the hands of the Texas voters when 
he was returned to the senate by a flattering majority. 

Young in years—being barely forty-six—Bailey is a veteran in service.

There is a certain fascination, it is said, about that body which makes 
the average member of it loth to give up; and after he does he generally wants 
to go back. . 

It is not likely that Benatar Bailey will attempt to swap his seat therein 
for the governorship. 

He likes the senate and there is no doubt he will be well content to re- 
main there.

The world has @ new én- 
gine—a highway engine, something 
that it Khas not .had before—of great, 
power and speed, but we have not the) 
highways in the south for it to oper- 
ate upon, except in isolated cases. wey 
must have all the roads improved ; tf 
the automobile is to perform in the 
south its great mission as @ transpor- 
tation and development force. 

The question is one for immediate 
consideration. The automobile is al- 
ready practical and will steadily im- 
prove and grow cheaper. Before we 
can get the roads improved to receive 
it, the automobile will be so cheap as 
to be entirely within reach of anyone 
now owning a horse-drawn vehicle. 

Let the coming legislature take up 
this subject. If it is wise it wiil create 
a state highway commission, after the 
manner of Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey and other northern states. 
Let it give the commission an engi- 
neering corps, as is done in the states 
named, and equip the commission to 
aid in the location and construction of 
the highways of the state, in the or- 
der of their importance, as state roads. 
Let the state provide as large an an- 
nual sum as practicable as “state aid” 
to the counties for improved highway 
construction. Massachusetts and New 
Jersey give upward of $600,000 each per 
annum as “state aid” to the counties, 
the state paying one-third the cost of 
any approved road construction and 
the county the other two-thirds, the 


township being allowed to bear one- 
half the county’s expense; that is, one- | 
third the total expense. Under this! 
system a vast amount of road work of | 
approved, scientific chafgacter, has been 
done tn the last few years in the north- 
ern states.

The statement as to the roads 01 
Warren is made in an effort to correct 
what may have been an injustice done 
in other articles printed. In thig con- 
nection it should be remembered that 
in all statements as to the merits 01 
the roads of different. counties the 
Pathfinders are confined to observatior 
of. the roads over which they pass. At) 
every town inquiry was made as-to the 
best route to the next, but as travel- 
ers through the state well know. 
Knowledge gained in this way is no’ 
always reliable. Owing’to the almost 
complete disregard of the law requir- 
ing signposts, it is almost impossible 
to: keep the right: road when correct 
information as to its location has been 
obtained. 

Taliaferro county has much improve- 
ment to make in the road along the 
line of the Georgia, which was usec 
in the trip from Barnett to Crawford- 
ville, and from Crawfordville to the 
Greene county line. However, the cit- 
izens are fully aware of the conditioz 
of their highways, and a mevement it 
on foot for a bond issue to provide fo: 
the construction of a system of per- 
manent highways. In fact, wherever 
the roads are bad the people know it 
and are anxious to remedy the fault. 

Greene’s Excellent Roads. 

Commissioner Sanders, ‘of Greene 
county, could, no doubt, do well shoulo 
he establish a school for Georgla road 
workers. He needs no better demon- 
stration of his ability than the roads 
of his county over which it was a 
pleasure to ride. Some counties are 80 
situated that it is easy to build roads 
in them. This is not the case with 
Greene. A typical middle Georgia coun. 
ty, with bfgh rolling hills, deep valleys 
and many streams, its oF <r oh pre- 
sents hard problems to the road build- 
er, but they have been met in a man- 
ner which will prove a )oy to every 
wayfarer. The presence of sand and 
clay in abundance has made hard-sur- 
facing easier than in some counties 


where there is one kind of soil, and it 
is doubtful if there is in Georgia, out- 
side of the counties which have chert 
and macadam roads, a highway better 
than that which leads through Greene 
on the way from Crawfordville tc 
Madison. The Constitution Pathfind- 
ers found the road west from Greenes- 
boro freshly worked, and it. was de- 
clared that it had been put in condi- 
tion as the direct result of The Consti- 
tutton’s movement. 

The people of Greene are justly proud 
of their roads, but they aré not satis- 
fied with them, and they declare that 
they stand ready-to do angthing requ’ 
ed. owever, the ather counties along 
the Georgia road will have to hustle to 
catch up with Greene. 


Morgan County Aroused. 

While Morgan county cannot boast 
‘of roads as fine as those in Greene 
that is those used by the Pathfinders 
her roads are far above the average 
and the people afte very definite in 
their desire to have roads which -wil 


ed the line of the Georgia road from. 


members of The Constitutian’s Path. 
finding party, at the Morgan hotel 
in’ Madison, Mayor Edward W. Butler 
of Madison, declared that Morgan 
stands ready to do whatever is aske: 
of her. The road from the Greene 
county line to Madison was found ir 
good shape, but while the party was: 
at dinner a heavy rain fell, which 
made it impossible to fairly compare 
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the road west from Maddison with thoss 
passed over before the rain. In New- 
ton and Rockdale, the rain had been 
much heavier and progress had to be 
very slow. As the roads of the other 
counties were seen when dry, it woul 


not be just. to compare with them those 


that were traveled after the downpour, 
but as a road must be used when wet 
as well as dry, the experience was an 
excgllient reminder of the fact that the 
counties of Georgia should build roads 
which will shed water: and. not be- 
cOme impassable after every hard rain 
Interest on Highland Route. 

The people along the highland route 
may not be more Keenly interested ir 
the good roads movement than those 
along’ ‘the Georgia railroad, but they 
have made a more definite demonstra- 
tion than have those along the Geor- 
gia. Athens and Washington have 
each offered special $500 prizes, and 
Lexington hag promised that Ogle- 
thorpe can be counted on to do her 
ful) part. 

Until the work of macadamizing is 
begun, there is very little improvement 
that can be made in the Clarke county 
roads, the sand and clay roads being 
most excellent. Particular attention 
has been given to this method of sur- 
facing by Superintendent Holman and 
the roads epeak volumes for his wis- 
dom. The Pathfinders left Athens aft- 
er a hard rain, but the rounded roads 


had so well shed the water that it was 


soon found that the chains could be 
removed. 

In Oglethorpe Commissioner W. 
Knox is doing some splendid work. 
From the Clarke line to Crawford the 
road is fine. Owing to heavy traffic 
the road from Crawford to Lexington 
is very rough, but thfs two-mile stretch 
can easily be put in shape.

Former Solicitor General 
Macon Circuit. 


Shot Himself in Head While in 
His Apartments—Serious Ill 
Health Said to Be the Cause. 
Was Associated With Sena- 
tor Bacon and Judge Miller. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga., June 3.— 
(Special.}—Fermer Solicitor Genera) 
William Brunson, of the Macon judicial 
circuit, fired a shot from his revolver 
into the base of his brain just behind 
the right ear shortly after 8 o’clock at 
his residence, 296 College street, and 
was claimed by death nearly two hours 
later,without having been conscious, Ae 
had probably contemplated the act, for, 
on being left alone in the room, he 
closed the door, locked ft and took only 
a moment to end his life. 

When the startling news spread Over 
the community, no greater shock 
could have come to the large number 
of friends, and sadness prevailed. Many 
people knew he sufféfed ill health, but 
such a course Was never entertained as 
@ possible final result. As his strong 
friends in the city learned of the ter- 
rible occurrence, they hurried to the 
home, where they were met with the 
ead reality of the tragedy. 

Mrs. Brunson had left the room and 
was preparing to send up his break- 
fase meal. The butler, Luck Stuart, 
knocked at the door with a waiter, and 
found it fastened. When he listened 
closely, he heard deep moans inside, 
and he rusheq downstairs after Mrs. 
Brunson. When the two came back, 
the door was broken, and Mr Brunson 
was found lying across the bed, blood 
spattered on all sides and a hand 
grasping the revolver.. He was gasping 
heavily for breath. 

The screams in the home bro 
Mra. Campbell King from the ext 
door, and Mrs. Stuart Davis. Dr. r- 
ron, the family physician, Was hurried- 
ly summoned, but on arrival he made 
an examination and found that the pa- 
tient was beyond medical assistance. 
Death came almost as soon as the 
struggling form could give out its life 
blood.

Inquest Was Held. 

Coroner T. B. Young was summoned 
to the residence, and, as, soon as he 
could secure a jury, he began an tn- 
vestigation. W. D. Nottingham, C. D. 
King, Lee Barfield, S. C. Davis, Wal- 
lace Miller and M. H. Tayler served On 
the jury. 

When the butler, Luck Stuart, was 
Called he told of how he and Mrs. 
Brunson found the room and the form 
of the dying man upon the bed. 
Nothing he could offer revealed that 
Mr. Brunson had indicated to the fam- 
ily thet he was bent on suicide. Mrs. 
Campbell King told of hearing screams 
and later being informed by the fam- 
ily cook that Mr. Brunson had shor 
himself. Mrs. Stuart Davis and Dr. 
Barron also gave testimony. Dr. Bar- 
ron said Mr. Brunson had been in pad 
condition about three weeks. His 
health was exceedingly poor. 

The jury concluded with a verdict 
saying the wound was inflicted by 
Mr. Brunson’s own hand while he was 
temporarily deranged as a result of 
sérious il) health. 

Was Native of Houston. 

Mr. Brunson came to Macon in 1889 
and engaged in the practice of law 
here. He was first in the office of 
Hon. Joe Hill Hall, but later associa- 
ted himself with Judge A. L. Miller 
and Senator A. O. Bacon. This firm 
continued as Bacon, Miller & Brunsgen 
up to eight years ago. 

He was a native of Perry, Ga., hav- 
ing been born there in 1866. He was 
educated jin the Public schools there 
@nd studied law at the University of 
an. He practiced in his home 

munity several e - 
iar der Macca, years before com 

In 1890 he was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Allen D. Candler to serve out 
the unexpired term of Hope Polhill, 
who was found dead in his office at 
the county court-heuse shortly after 
he went into service. He was later 
elected to succeed himself, ana served 
in the office eight years. He was 
succeeded in January of. this year by 
Walter J. Grace, who defeated — in 
the @Glection of last year. 

He was married to Miss Bessie Seubé, 
of Culloden, and she and two little 
Gaughtérs, Jennie D. and Bessie, sur- 
Vive him. He was the oldest of five 
children of William Brunson. Two 
sisters, Mrs. Bassett Clark, of Tifton, 
and Mrs. W. C. Davis, living in Van 
Couver, B. C. Two brothers, Edgar 
Brunson, of Perry, and James S. Brun- 
son, of Dublin, survive him. 

Funeral Service,

The statement of banks and trust 
companies of Greater New York not

“The surplus reserve of the clearing 
house banks of the city of New York 
fell nearly $7,500,000 during the week 
ending June 5 owing to increased busi- 
ness.on the New York stock exchange 
and the special financing required on 
account of the heavy bond offerings. 
In their operations with the subtreas- 
ury and the interior, the New York 
banks last week scarcely held their 
own, and in addition lost over $2,000,- 
000 in golds by reason of exports to 
Europe. The statement at the close of 
the week, based on actual conditions, 
showed a decrease in specie and legals 
of $3,310,000. Loans rose $19,937,400, 
which reflects increased activity on the 
stock exchange, and other operations 
mentioned above. Deposits, as a result 
of the loan expansion, increased $16,- 
674,500. This involved an increase of 
something over $4,000,000 in reserve 
requirements, and adding the loss in 
cash, the actual shrinkage in surplus 
was $7,479,325, bringing the surplus 
reserve down to $17,947,600. 

“The present cash reserve of the New 
York banks is 26.30 per cent. The sum- 
mary of the state banks and trust com- 
panies in Greater New York not re- 
porting to the New York  olearing 
house showed an increase for the week 
of $6,527,200 an loans, an increase of 
approximately $1,000,000 in cash and an 
increase in net deposits of $6,370,700.”

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RAPIDLY PASSING AWAY

Editor Constitution: Alone in my 
office today, as I look out the window 
in a sort of rewerte and in review of 
days gone by, I fall into a retrospeéc- 
tive and remimiscent mood. I have 
been reading in/the isaue of your pa- 
per of June 1 @: dispatch of May 31 of 
the death of Dr. E. J. Setz, at Mariet- 
ta, Ga. It was read with a reflexive 
sadness and brought to mind the days 
of 1863-64, in the period of the ciyil 
war, when I and others at that time 
were cadets at the Georgia Military in- 
stitute. How we remember with 
pleasure now those dear old days pre- 
vious to our entering into the confed- 
erate statesarmy forthe service that 
has now become historic of the : “boy 
soldiers of the south.” 

During our terms at the old G. M. I. 
Dr. E. J. Setz was the physician and 
surgeon there. We remember how he 
used to examine “the boys” every 
morning at the hour for “sick call,” 
when he would come. to the “guard 
room” and those of “tre boys’ who 
might desire to be excused from duty 
would then appear before Dr. Setz. 

We remember how sometimes some 
of the mischievous cadets who wished 
to get off duty for a day would feign 
a little sick and ‘go to the doctor to 
ask for excuse of sickness. Dr. Setz 
was not often deceived by any such 
ruse and would, either refuse to ex- 
cuss the applicant, or sometimes in his 
own way of humor would seem to 
recognize the sickness of the cadet, 
and then give some sort of direction or 
prescription either so _ ridiculous or 
repulsive to the applicant as to make 
him report for duty without further 
effort at illness and leave off the doc- 
tor’s advice and prescription entirely. 
The cadets were all very fond of Dr. 
Setz and he was ever kind and sym- 
pathetic towards “the boys.” 


Farewell to Dr. Setz. 


The dZispatcn omitted to mention 
anything of his former connection with 
the G.'M. I., and it is likely that it 
is not known to many of our younger 
generation of citizens. The news of 
his death brings a feeling of sorrow to 
those who were formerly cadets at the 
old G. M. I. They will all sympa- 
thize with the family of the good Dr. 
Setz, and they will properly acknow!l- 
edge “this tribute to him as though it 
were their own individually, and so in 
behalf of the Georgia Cadets’ Associa- 
tion, permit me to present this for 
them and for the sake of them as 
survivors of the old G. M. I.,” as we 
say our last farewell to our physician 
and surgeon, Dr. Setz. 

In this connection, please allow me 
to mention a few of “our boys’ who 
have passed away in the last year, or 
last two years. A. Wellborn Hill died 
on August 26, 1907. He Was a brother 
of Lodowick J. Hill. They came from 
Washington, in Wilkes county, Georgia. 
Wellborn was known here some years 
ago as the cashier of the Gate City 
National bank. Later he was city mar- 
shal of Atlanta, and subsequently he 
was a deputy sheriff of Fulton county, 
and latterly was in the auditing depart- 
ment of Atlanta postoffice. 

He was the son-in-law of the late 
Mrs. Dr. Johnson, who was prominent 
here and so well known. He married 
a sister of the well-known lawyer here, 
Hon. Howell C. Erwin, He has a son, 
Mr. Lamar Hill, who tis well-known as 
a fine young lawyer, of the Atlanta 
bar.

AND OTHER REMINISCENCES 


Editor Constitution: I wish to tell 
you what ! know to be the facts as to 
the naming of Peachtree street. I was 
born on Peachtree road, in 1832, a few 


which was at that time an Indian trad- 
ing post, kept by one Mr. Gates, and I 
remember asking my father, Daniel N., 
Pittman, why the “road was called 
Peachtree. He said when the first set- 
tlers came from North and South Caro- 
lina they brought fruit trees and peach 
seed, and planted them, peaches being 
a quick growth. The pioneers settled 
near each wther for protection from 
Indians. In a few years the trees be- 
gan to bloom, and in the spring there 
was almost a contia ioi1s row ef Lbieonm- 
ing orchards from Pinkeyville to 
Gainegville and Clarksville, on to 
Greenville, S. C. When Atlanta came 
on of course Peachtree road led to it, 
end in the city was celled Peachtree 


street. _ 
Historical collectiens-.of Georgia 
speaks of the lone Peachtree at one of 
the crossings of the. Chattehoochee 
river, and also says of DeKalb county 
the principal creeks are Nancy, Utoy 
and Peachtree. Nothing of a pitch pine 
is mentioned. There was a coilection 
of pines growing near where Pine 
street leads off from Peachtree street, 
from which Pine street took its name, 
and Whitehall was named after the 
cotntry residence of a Mr. Humphries, 
a large white house,a few miles west 
of Atlanta, called by the famity w bite- 
hall, which was a welcome stopping 
place for travelers. As for the first 
fair being held on the site of Oakland 
cemetery it is quite a mistake. It was 
held directly south of Fair, street, from 
Which Fair street took its name, 
east of what is: now Hill street, and 
took in most of what is now Grant 
park, on account of water faeilities 
and the generosity of Colon@l L. P. 
Grant, who then conceived the idea of 
making a@ park for the city. 

There were several monuments in 
Oakland at the time the first fair was 
held. One was to the memory of the 
first wife of the late Dr. Joshua Gil- 
bert, who was a Miss Humphries, of the 
Whitehall mentioned above; also the 
Gordon monument, the MecDaniels, 
Bomaro, General Mims, president of 
the West Point road, and many others, 
some of which have been moved to 
West View. 

When my father moved to Lawrence- 
ville to school jus children we were 
neighbors and school mates of the 
Luckies, and also visited them when 
both families had moved to Atlanta. 
The noted Presbyterian divine, Dr. Wil- 
son, Was ny first teacher in Lawrence- 
ville. He moved to Decatur, then to 
Atlanta. There are many people living 
who can corroborate what I wrife, 
among them the mother of Mfrs. J. A. 
Perdue, whose father owned a farm 
and ferry a few miles above Pinlney- 
ville, near Peachtree road. One of my 
earliest remembrance was seeing a 
dozen or more Indians on thefr little 
ponies go who by one after the 
other, squaws following in a gallop.

days they would come galloping back 
just as they went, on down Peachtree 
ridge, as it was then called. My father 
owned a ferry, so did Colonel Evan 
Howell.

Mr. Gates would’ sometimes send us 
bear meat he got from the Indians. 
Mother would tell the negroes to cook 
and eat it if they wished; she did not 
care for any: We had plenty of deer 
meat those days. Negroes did hate In- 
dians, ayd when they would hear the 
Indians whoop up the road they would 
run and hunt the children, black and 
white, and make a big to do for fear 
the Indians Would carry off their pick- 
aninnies, but the Indians had been sub- 
dued, and could only show their ani- 
mosity by being boisterous. 

My. father went to help take the In- 
dians away as tar as Ross’ landing, 
Alabama, in 1838, and we were lonely 
and uneasy about him until he got 
back. There was one poor Indian left 
called Indian Joe. How he came to be 
left I never knew. He often passed 
our house, and seemed lonely, and the 
negroes always made out they were 
afraid of him. . 

Well, I have written enough about 
Indians, but on Peachtree the cars are 
now running as far as Buckhead, and 
there seems to be a desire among some 
to change the name. As everybody 
knows, where Brookwood is suppose we 
call Buckhead, Brookhaven or Peach- 
bloom, or’ the old reliable nama of 


Peachtree station, or any name left to 
the citizens of Buckhead to choose.
